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STANLEY INVOLVED IN 
INDIAN LAND SCANDAL 


Was Only Dawes Commissioner | » 


Not Originally implicated. 


Commission Run as Annex to Land Com- 
pany—Now Said to be Difficult to 
Remove the Offenders.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—When 
Brosius charges, involving officials of the 
Interior Department and the Department 
of Justice in the Indian Territory land 
scandal, were first published, all the mem- 
bers of the Dawes Commission were im- 


plicated except one. That one was ex-Gov. 
W. E. Stanley of ‘Kansas, the new member 


of the commission. 

It is now discovered that Mr. Stanley is 
Vice President, Director, and stockholder 
in the Tishomingo Trust Company. The 
whole commission is therefore under fire. 

Mr. Stanley has not been long in office. 
He is an annointee of President Rogse- 
velt's. He was a prominent candidate for 
Senator when Mr. Harris’s term expired 
last year, but was beaten by Representa- 
tive Chester I. Long after an exciting con- 
test, and was then appointed to the Dawes 
Commission, 

One of the difficulties in dealing with the 
matter is the fact that in all the agree- 
ments made by the commission with the 
Indians care has been taken to make the 
members of the commission perpetual par- 
ties to the agreement in a way to prolong 
the work of the commission and strengthen 
its tenure. The whole commission could 
hardly be removed at once, officials say, 
and as all seem equally guilty it is difficult 
to make a beginning. Secretary Hitchcock 
is waiting to see if some member will not 
give up his connection with the companies 
and so form a nucleus around which a new 
commission may be built up. 

Among the matters set forth in the com- 
plaints against the Dawés Commission is 
the uliar fact that the Canadian Val- 
ley ~ and Trust Company, of which 
membe of the Commission are officers 
and stockholders, and the purpose of which 
is to deal in Indian lands,. occupies the of- 
Tice on the ground floor of a business block 
in Muscogee, where the Commission had its 
offices for a lohg time. The Indians when 
they wanted to turn their land rights into 
hard cash were in the habit of going to the 
Commission's offices for the purpose: Thus 
they kept. dropping in by twos and threes 
every day for years until that place was 
one of the best known in the Territory to 
the Indians. 

A few months ago, after the organization 
of the Canadian. Valley Trust Company, the 
commission moved its offices up stairs in 
the same building, and the C:nadian Val- 
Jey Company rented the rooms vacated. 
But, strange to say, the members of. the 
Dawes Commission kept their desks in the 
lower rooms and stayed there themselves 
as_officers of the trust company. 

Tams Bixby, the President of the com- 
mission, is President of the Canadian Val- 
ley Trust Company. Thomas B. Needles. 
the second member of the commission is 
also interested in the company. G. W. 
Hopkins resigned as chief law clerk of 
the commission and became en officer of 
the trust eompany. P. G. Reutter, clerk of 
the Land Office under the commission, alse 
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resigned and went with the trust ny...

find the same faces and desks there, end 
are doing business in the way of selling and 
leasing their lands to the same men who 
are running the Dawes Commission up-

Investigation of the scandal is drawing to 
Washington a number of persons who are 
directly interested. Clarence Douglass, 
formerly clerk at the Union Agency. where 
Mr. Schoenfelt is agent, is here to demand 
why he was dismissed summarily and later 
allowed, by Secretary Hitchock, to resign. 
It is a month and a half since Douglass 
Was put out, and he does not know yet 
what the charges were against him. 

It is said that the charges against Doug- 
lass, on which 
filed by Inspector Wright. who is now him- 
self under charges by the Indian Rights 
Association of ‘being interested in a trust 
company which is dealing in Indian lands, 
and Mr. Murphy. the attorney who was 
forced upon the Creeks when they wanted 
ex-Judge W. M. Springer, who was willing 
to serve them for $2,500, one-half the 
amount paid. Murphy. At the same time 
charges were filed against Agent Schoen- 
felt, and it was expected that he also would 
be removed. Up to this time he remains 
in office. and no one has been permitted to 
know what the charges are against him. 

The fact that Mr. Wright is under a 
cloud and that the Indians dislike Murphy 
fives rise to the suspicion that Douglass 
Was removed as a matter of spite for re- 
vealing some of the crookedness that was 
going on. Porter. the Creek Chief, and 
other leading Creeks, protested against the 
removal of Douglass, but to no purpose. 

The affair for a time seemed likely to 
@tart a thorough investigation of the whole 
matter of Indian land steals, but when 
Douglass, who runs a paper in the Terri- 
toty. made a savage attack on Secretary 
Hitchcock. his dismissal was recalled and 
he was directed in a dispatch from Mr. 
Hitehcock to resign. ame 

That is the last he has heard of the mat- 
ter. and he has come to Washington to 
find out what the charge !s against him on 
which he was forced out. 

Another official who is to look into the 

Tees against him in nerson is Pliny 
Foner. the Assistant United States District 
Attorney. who is expected to arrive here 
this week to protest against action ‘n his 
ease. He is chargett by Mr. Brosius with 
heine interested in 2 trust company which 
deals in Indimn lands. 

In view of the fact that under the orders 
ef the Attorney General he is one of the 
Federal officia'¢ expected to prosecute of- 
ficials charged with frauds on the Indians, 
there is grave dovbt whether he can make 
it appear to the Secretary of the Interior 
pnd the Attorney General that he should 
be kept in the public service, He and As- 
sistant District Attorney Huckleberry are 
whder investigation by official« of the De- 
partment of Justice, as is United States 
Marshal Colbert. 

Among the resignations which have taken 
mere as a.resvit of the Brosius charges 
t that of Joseph, McCoy, Assistant Tnited 

tates Attorney for the Western District 
of the Indian Territorv. The resignation is 
to t&ke place Sept. 1. No names of re- 
moved or resi¢ned officials enn be obtained 
nt the department here. Secretarv Hitch- 
cock says that he intends to keep the prog- 
ress and the results of the investigation 
secret for the present. 


BIXBY REPLIES TO CHARGES. 


Head of Dawes Commission Says He 
Had a Right to Hold Stock in 
Trust Companies.

MUSKOGEE, I. T., Aug. 26.~Tams Bix- 
by, Chairman of the Dawes Commission, 
returned this morning from Red Wing, 
Minn., where he has been for the Summer. 
Ex-Gov. Stanley, also a member of the 
Dawes Commission, in charge of the land 
offices at Tishomingo, came in to-night,

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ther stated that he wotld ifke to see the 
matter taken up by Congress and sifted 
to the bottom. 

He is standing by his guns in the matter 

of trust companies, and says ‘he has stock 
and sees no reason why he should not in- 
vest his money the same as any private 
citizen, and that he did not. know that 
being a Federal officer barred a man from 
rivate investment. 
He says that none of the companies 
that he is interested in have bought or bid 
on Indian lands, and even if they had done 
so It would have to be done under the rules 
and regulations of. the Secretary of the 
Interior, who would also have to pass on 
and approve all such. 

Mr. Bixby stated that he believed the in- 
vestigation. would tie up all business in 
the Indian Territory, so far as getting 
leases and sales of land approved is con- 
cerned, until it is over, 


PAROLE MEN IN POLITICS. 


Ex-Warden Hagan Makes Sensational 
Charges at Meeting. 


Charges of a sensational. nature were 
made last night at a cart-tail mass meeting 
held by the followers of James J. Hagan, 
who is combating both John B. Sexton and 
Philip A. Morrison for the Tammany lead- 
ership of the Nineteenth Assembly District. 
The meeting was held at the corner of Am- 
sterdam Avenue and Sixtieth Street, in 
front of the Amsterdam Democratic Club, 
which is the Hagan headquarters. 

Speaking to his followers, James J. Ha- 
gan, who is the ex-Warden of the Tombs 
Prison and who for many years was Sex- 
ton’s chief Heutenant in control of district 
affairs, declared that Morrison, the third 
candidate, is in the field merely as a stalk- 
ing horse for Sexton, the present leader, 
and also charged that Sexton is paying all 
the bills for Morrison's campaign. 

“Furthermore I. charge,”’ declared Ha- 
gan, “‘that two of the candidates on the 
Morrison General Committee ticket are 
convicted felons, and I hold here in my 
hand copies of their indictments and of the 
records of their conviction.” [Here Hagan 
waved the papers in the air and the crowd 
cheered. ] 

“I went personally to Judge Newburger 
in the Court of General Sessions and had 
the men paroled after they were convicted, 
yet a few nights ago these men got on a 
platform and attacked me and my stand in 
this primary campaign. I have these rec- 
ords if any one wants to see them. More- 
over, I charge that another of the Morri- 
s0n General Committee candidates is the 
keeper of a disorderly nouse in Sixty-third 
Street. and I can prove that fact if any one 
comes to my house and demands the 
proof.” 

All of the speakers at the Hagan meet- 
ing charged that Morrison's canvas is 
merely in aid of Sexton, and is being made 
to detract as much as possible from the 
Hagan strength, They declared that Sex- 
ton lives at the Savoy Hotel, outside the 
district, and does not pay any attention 
to the district affairs except at times 
right about the primary campaign. Fur- 
thermore, Hagan in his speech said that 
he would pay the expenses of hiring St. 
Nicholas Rink, or any other meeting place, 
on any night the opposition desired, if 


Sexton and Morrison would meet him in 
joint debate and espouse their respective 
causes, He said that if Sexton and Mor- 
rison declined to take part in the debate 
personally, they could’ name any one they 
wished to represent them. 

here were nearly a thousand persons 
present at the cart tai] meeting, and fire- 
works, red fire and a brass band added to 
the life of the occasion. In the crowd were 
several Morrison adherents who, as Hagan 
attacked them in his speech, withdrew from 
the crowd and walk up. the. street. while 
the crowd of Haganites hooted them. he 
speakers of the evening included John B. 
Kavanagh, William B. nahue, Jr., Ben- 
jamin O'Callahan, William J. Graham, C. 
Crowe, Abe Mullin and ex-Warden Hagan 
himself. 

After the meeting was over, Hagan said 
that his change of heart since last year, 
when he was supporting Sexton in his 
fight, was due to the fact that Sexton had 
not kept any of the pledges that he had 
made last year.

BANGOR, Me., Aug. 26.—Much surprise 
has followed the announcement of the 
value of the eState of Mrs. James G. 
Blaine, the property being appraised at 
$1,000,000, It is known that Mr. Blaine 
was not a wealthy man, as wealth is now 
estimated. It has often been said thut the 
campaign of 1884 cost Mr. Blaine $500,000 


or more, and at its close he told some of 
his intimates that he was then a poor man. 

Tt is said in Augusta that r. Blaine 
cleared about $500,000 on his book “‘ Twenty 
Years in Congress,” and that he also 
made some very profitable investments in 


stocks. 
The estate is given in its entirety to Mrs. 
Blaine’s children. 


CHANGE OF RIFLES FOR ARMY. 


The Springfield May Be Substituted 
for the Krag-Jorgensen, 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 26.—Dee- 
laration was made here to-day that the 
United States Government has decided to 
change the rifle with which the army is 
accoutred from the Krag-Jorgerisen to the 
Springfield. The decision was reached 
after a long series of tests by a special 
beard appointed for the purpose by the 
Ordnance Department. The department, 
acccrding to a member of the board who 
is here, accepted the report, which virtually 
closes the matter, although it yet has to 
have the approval of the General Staff 
and the War Department. Both branches 
of the service—that is, the cavalry and 
infantry—will be armed with the same kind 
of new Springfield rifles, and not with dif- 
ferent kinds, as they are at present. The 
weapon just adopted will be but seven 
pounds in weight, whereas the Krags now 
n use weigh neatly nine pounds. The 
discarded Krag rifles will. as socm as 
they are replaced by the Springfield, be 


given to the States for the purpose of 
arming the militia.

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SHANGHAIED BOY SAILS 
AWAY ON FRENCH BARK) 


Marechal de Gontant Carries Off 
Frank Thompson of Stapleton. 


Feared That Other Boys May Be on 
Vessel, Which Is Anchored Off Sandy 
Hook—Revenue Cutters Pursuing. 


Frank Thompson, an American boy about 
sixteen years of age, was taken to sea 
against his will by the French oil-laden 
bark Marechal de Gontant, -bound for China 
and Yokohoma, yesterdaw morning. The 
boy, before the vessel lifted anchor, stated 
in the most positive terms that he had not 
signed any papers. He succeeded in es- 
caping from the boat at one time, and 
took refuge on a friendly water tug, but 
his friend, the engineer of the tug,: was 
urable to protect him, and he was force- 
fully put back aboard the bark. 

Last night, when it was thought that the 
Marechal de Gontant was well on her voy- 
age to China, the Sandy Hook marine ob- 
servation station reported that the craft 
was anchofed outside the lightship. On 
receipt of this news, Collector Stranahan 
decided to take a hand in the case, and 
ordered the revenue cutter Calumet to go 
down the bay and rescue the boy. The Col- 
lector himself boarded the cutter in order 
to see that, if the boy was carried away 
it was because he had been signed in the 
regular way. 

Up to an early hour this morning no re- 
port had been received from the Calumet, 
and it is not known if a rescue was finally 
effected. 

Just before the Marechal de Gontant 
sailed Thompson shouted over the side that 
there were rour other boys forcibly de- 
tained on the bark: This story is given 
color by the fact that the police are now 
looking for four boys who have been miss- 
ing several days. They are Leon Jansen, 
tem years old, of 268 West One Hundred 
and Bighteenth Street; Howard A. L. 
Singer, a son of A. L. Singer of 151 West 
One Hundred and Fifth Street; James Mc- 
Namara, thirteen years old, of 332 East 
Twenty-second Sireet, and Thomas Burns, 
eighteen years old, of 614 West She Hun- 
dred and Forty-seventh Street. 

That Thompson was shanghaied, there 
does not, seem to be the least’ doubt. He 
says thal early yesterday morning he was 
in a South Street saloon, in company with 
two sailors’ boarding house runners and 
two sailors from the Marechal de Gontant. 
He refused to sign any papers, he said, but 
the men who were keeping watch on him 
were desperate, and, finally, when they saw 
it would be impossible to get him aboard 
regularly and according to the provisions 


of the American law, took him by force 
and placed him in a rowboat off Stapleton. 


was hauled on board. 

The story of the shanghaing leaked out 
yesterday morning just before the bark 
sailed. It spread rapidly ail over along the 
Staten Island water front, and finally the 
situation became so serious that Frank 
West, who is in charge of several cotton 
cargoes at Stapleton, telephoned the facts 
¥ e case to Police Headquarters in New 

ork. 

* There is an American boy on board the 
French bark Marechal de Gontant,” said 
Mr. West over the telephone, ‘and he is 
en shanghaied, and if you will hurry up 
you have plenty of time to get him off.” 

Inspector Brooks receiv the message, 
and immediately telephoned t6 the Harbor 
Squad Station at Pier A, on the Battery, 
to send the Patrol to Stapleton to see what 
the matter was. The Patrol was in the 
fast River somewhere, and it was found to 
be impossible to communicate with her 
commander, Capt. Dean, in time to have 
the boat sent down the bay before the bark 
sailed!’ When he saw that ne was not going 
to get the Patrol, Inspector Brooks tele- 
phoned the Eighteenth Precinct at Staple- 
ton, to send some men to the bark and if 
it appeared that the story that had. been 
telephoned was true, to take the boy off 
the boat. 

The result of this order was the dispatch 
of two wardmen to the water front. When 
they reached the shore the wardmen looked 
intently around for a time in search of a 
bark flying the tricolor, but were unable 
to locate any such craft. They then made 
a long and explicit report of what they 
had been unable to find, which they turned 
in to the desk at the station. 

In the meantime Police Headquarters had 
communicated with the Collector of the 
Port, Nevada N. Stranahan, and informed 
him of the situation. Mr. Stranahan was 
told of the failure to logate the Patrol, and 
asked if he would not order one of the 
revenue cutters down the bay to rescue the 
boy. Mr. Stranahan had all of the stations 
called where revenue cutters are.  sta- 
tioned, and found, he said, that none was 
available. He then telephoned the Quar- 
antine station, and was informed that the 
bark had passed that point in tow of the 
tug Mutual some time Eetore. and that the 
vessel was then probably at sea, and, bein 
outside the three-mile limit. was beyon 
the jurisdiction of the Federal authorities. 

The men responsible for the promulgation 
of the Shanghaing story ree Capt. Staple- 
ton, Engineer John McDonald of the water 
tug Scandinavian, Sandy Hook Pilet Abra- 
ham Rooney, and Mr. West. McDonald telis 
the most complete story of the affair. 

“This morning,’ he said last night. a 
short time before the Marechal de Gountani 
sailed, we went alongside to try and sell 
her drinking water for the voyage, and 
Capt. Stapleton went on board to inike 
terms. Soon after Stapleton went aboard 
I heard the noise of a scuffle. I was on 
deck at the time and of course I was anx- 
ious to know the cause of the trouble, 

**T didn’t have to wait long. In less than 
a minute I was astonished at seeing a 
young boy come up from below, running 
as fast ashe could and followed by three 
burly French sailors... The boy looked ‘to be 
frightened almost out of his wits, and, 
dashing to the rail, he climbed up on it 
quickly and plunged into the water. He 
swam around for probably a minute or two 
before I could get a line to him and haul 
} him on board the tug. When I got him on

the matter was. He told me his story. 

“* For God's sake, save me,’ the lad said 
to me.

While all this was going on, revenue 
cutters, comprising the international yacht 
race patrol fleet. were anchored within a 
stone’s throw of the Marechal de Gontant. 
Despite Mr. Stranahan's statement that 
no revenue vessels were available, the peo- 
ple along the Stapleton waterfront said 
that the only thing that engaged their re- 
spective crews during the controversy over 
young Thompson. was taking on board 
fancy drinks and dainty food for the guests 
oing to to-day’s yacht race. | Several 
catmen, it was said, had rowed around 
among the fleet, acquainting them with 
Thompson's predicament, but ‘not a boat 
responded to the appeal for ald. 

Rooney, the Sandy Hook pilot who piloted 
the Marechal de ntant out of the har- 
bor, was in Stapleton, and last night he 
said that Thompson had been locked up 
in one of the cabins, and that the boy 
fought and shouted for mercy and assist- 
ance all the time he was on the boat, 

“T told Capt. Dennierre,” said Rooney, 
“that-he ought to give the boy a hearing, 
vand he replied that Thompson had signed

The Marechal de Gontant-arrived at New 
York July 6, and was scheduled to sail 
Aug. 20, but did not sail on that day owing 
to the fact that she had been unable to ship 
a crew. It was then, it was ‘said, that 
the two South Street runners were appealed 
to and began to get a crew together. 

W. R. Grace & Co, are con ees of the 
bark Marechal de Gontant when she ar- 
rives here from Eastern waters. After she 
discharged her last cargo from the China 
seas she was chartered by Philip Ruprecht 
& Co. (Standard. Oi! foreign shipping de- 
partment) to take a cargo of case_oil and 
wax to Yokohama. The fark was loaded a 
week ago, and has been anchored in the 
stream off Tompkinsville since then await- 
ing final clearance. 

At the office of Philip Ruprecht, in the 
Standard Oil Building, no word of the sup- 
posed ‘‘shanghaing” of a boy _had been 
received yesterday afternoon. The mem- 
ber of the staff who has had charge of the 


her clearance and final departure for sea, 
said yesterday afternoon: eS 

‘I don’t think there is any truth in the 
story. Capt. Dennierre is a typical mariner, 
and I don’t think he’d stand for any such 
business.

Russians Encouraged to Strike 
and Theri Abandoned. 


The Minister First Forbade Military 
Interference and Later Ordered the 
Sternest Measures in Odessa.

LONDON, Aug. 27.—A dispatch from 
Warsaw to The Times gives particulars 
of the strike movement in Odessa, which 
began on Tuesday, July 28, by the sim- 
ultaneous strike of a number of work- | 
men. ‘ 

The Mayor of the town, fearing dis- 
turbances, requested Governor General 
Arsenieff to take military precautions 
for the preservation of life and property. 
Gen. Arsenieff replied that he was pow- 
erless to act without instructions from 
St. Petersburg and promised to commu- 
nicate with M. de Plehve, the Minister 
of the Interior. 

M. de Plehve ordered that there be no 
interference with the men’s efforts to 


better their working position so long as 
the methods employed were peaceful. 

When the employers and influential 
persons appealed to the Governor Gen- 
eral for assistance on Wednesday Gen. 
Arsenieff replied: 

“Tt is the will of God, but I am with- 
out orders from the highest authorities 
actively to interfere." 

By Wednesday night a general cessa- 
tion of work had been brought about by 
leaders of the “ Independent. Labor Par- 
ty,”’ under the guidance of two Govern- 
ment agents named Shayevite and Zou- 
batoff, who inculcated on the workers 
the necessity of parting company with 
the Social Democratic reyojutionary par- 
ty, in which case, it was asserted, they 
would have the sympathy and passive 
assistance of M. de Plehve and the Gov- 
ernment in their struggle with the capi- 
talist =mployers. 

On Thursday. the. strikers, gaining 
courage in the absence of interference, 
went to the harbor, boarded vessels there, 
hauled down the flags, and compelled 
the laborers to cease work. As the strik- 
ers’ action created a panic in the town, 
a number of persons, including the Com- 
tmander in Chief of the forces in South 
Russia, met and dispatched a message to 
M. Petroff, Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, describing the state of affairs 
and {imploring him to bring the matter-to 
the notice of the supreme Government 
authorities in St. Petersburg. 

The commander of the forees in South 
Russia announced his intention of bring- 
ing troops to the town. These had 
scarcely arrived when Gen. Arsenieff re- 
ceived an express telegram ordering him 
to hand over Odessa to the military au- 
thorities. 

On Friday instructions were received 
from St. Petersburg to the effect that 
the Governor must prohibit public meet- 
ings and threaten those refusing to dis- 
perse with force of arms. M. de Plehve 
made a right-about turn, and telegraphed 
enjoining the necessity of the severest 
measures in putting down the disorder. 

In the afternoon a monster meeting of 
25,000 strikers was held outside the*town. 
Social Democrats harangued the strikers, 
and cries of “ Down with the Govern- 
ment!” ‘“ Down with the Autocrats” 
were raised. The miltary thereupon or- 
dered the strikers to disperse, and upon 
their refusal surrounded and charged the 
crowd, plowing lanes through the dense 
mass, and felling the strikers with their 
murderous whips, injuring 800 persons. 

M. de Plehve is thought+to have played 
a most discreditable role in the matter.

SAY HE STOLE $1,000,000. 


Cassatt’ & Co. Make the Charge Against 
Howard T. Goodwin.

PHILADELHPIA, Aug. 26.—That How- 
ard T. Goodwin, who in. December of last 
year committed suicide, had, during a 
period of years, misappropriated cash, 
sio¢k, and bonds to the extent of $1,000,000 
or thore was declared to-diy in a bill in 
equity, filed by Cassatt & Co., bankers 
and ‘brokers. : 

Goodwin was the manager of the firm 
_at the time he committed suicide, Suit was 
begun on behaif of the brokers. It was 
directed against Lizzie K. Goodwin, execu- 
trix of the estate, and asked that she. be 


directed to render an accounting of all prop- | 


erty left by her iate husband, including 
real estate, art treasures, rare books, and 
shares of stock. It was alleged in the bill 
that Goodwin, during his career as the 
trusted manager of the concern, had made 
away with large sums, said to amount to 
$1,000,000, and that his property had been 
purchased with money which rightfully 
belonged to others. 

Only in the extent of the amount was the 
news of the alleged shortage a surprise. It 
was known at the time of Goodwin's 
death that he had been plunging in--the 
stock market, and he was supposed. to 
have been interested in Consolidated Lake 
Superior. It was also said that he was in- 
volved in several promoting schemes that 
had been financial fallures. 

A few days ago the affairs of Goodwin 
again came before the public, when his 
collections of rare books was advertiged 
forsale at auction. The catalogue of the 


Geegerin books reveals the fact that thous- 
‘ands and tens of thousands of dollars 
had been expended in gathering his great 
ant rare literary collection. ’ 

It included; among old books, three vol- 
umes of a special edition of Dickens con- 
tracted for at a cost of: $180,000. There 
were to have been reyes volumes. in 
collection of rare books was adyertised 
dowfi at the time of delivery. The text 
was printed on pure vellum, on one side of 
the ge only. Each page was illuminated 
by hand in water colors. The vojuwires 
were bound in full crushed levant morocco, 
gilt and. tooled, with an inside doublare of 
contrasting leather. Each book is laid in 
a satin-lined box. 

Thousands of other volumes of special 
editions of rare first editions, some of them 
eosting thousands of dollars, were in the 
library. His art treasures also are said to 
have been extensive, but of much less value 
than his, books. He was possessed, his 
friends say, of a veritable mania for book 


collecting.

TO SETTLE YACHT SUPREMACY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To at least one of your readers who ts 
keenly interested in the international yacht 
race, judging from the newspaper reports 
of the races already sailed, the success of 
the Reliance on the next sailing day (Thurs- 
day) while winning the series of races, and 
thereby retaining the precious cup, will, 
nevertheless, leave unsettled the question 
as to which is really the superior boat. 
If these internation] yacht races have any 
purpose whatever, it. must be to decide 
which boat. has the superior construction 
and is built along the fines producing the 
greatest speed. Faulty seamanship or 
bad handling of the Shamrock III., which 
has been repeatedly charged, if true, does 
not decide the question as to which is the 
superior or faster boat, even though the 
Reliance should cross the finishing line 
ahead of the Shamrock three times suc- 


cessively. Indeed, it would be (is) the same 
kind of a decision as would be Creseus 
coming in under the wire ahead of Lou 
Dillon, when it was apparent to every- 
body that the latter horse had been badly 
handled or perhaps doped. It seems a pity 
that after hundreds of thousands of dollars 
has been spent in preparing for these races 
that a decisive result should not be at- 
tained. In order to determine which is 
after all the superior boat, I would make 
the suggestion through your paper to the 
owners of the two yachts that they agree 
to sail, after the present series {s over, 
another race, or series of two or three 
races, with the crews of the. yachts 
changed—Capt. Barr and his men to be on 
the Shamrock, and Capt. Wringe and his 
crew to be in command of the Reliance. 
In this way the result would show wheather 
the important factor in the cup races was 
superiority of yacht or superiority of sea- 
manship. Such a contest would arouse un- 
bounded interest, both in this country and 
in England. Capt. Barr and his crew would 
do their best to win on the English boat, 
thereby Compqnatesting their superior sea- 
manship, while, on the other hand, Capt. 
Wringe and his men would do all in their 
power to bring the American yacht in 
ahead, thereby showing that the Re- 
liance won the cup races, not be-

ARMY AND NAVY BACH 


CLAIMS THE VICTORY 


Results of the War Game at Port- 
land Are in Doubt. 


Navy Renews Its Attack at Night After 
the Bombardment of the 
Morning. 


PORTLAND, Me,, Aug. 26 —7 wo gunboats 
off Town Landing, at Falmouth Foreside, 
three miles from the harbor, were fired 
upon from Mort McKinley while sending 
ashore landing parties shartly after 10 
o'clock to-night. 

Three torpedo boat destroyers are re- 
ported to have passed Forts Williams and 
Leavitt shortly after 10:15 ard attempted 
to countermine the harbor. They were fired 
upon by Fort Preble. 

The greater part of Admiral Bar<er’s 
fleet at 7 o'clock was anchored off Goose 
Island about ten miles from Fort McKin- 
ley, the eastegnmost of the protecting forti- 
fications. 

A demonstration claimed by the army to 
be a day attack and by the navy a night 
attack, was made by the fleet early in the 
morning. The attack was repulsed with a 
reported loss of several vessels to the fleet. 
The preliminary attack directly after mid- 
night was made by landing parties. The 
later attack, which ended at 6 A. M., was 
made by two sections of the fleet, which at- 
tempted to force simultaneously the two 
passages leading into the harbor. 

According to the rules laid out for the 
conduct of the war games, the fleet is al- 
lowed to make one day and one night at- 
tack. The question is, Was the morning at- 
tack made before or after daybreak? The 
army officers say that although the vessels 
directly after midnight attempted to land 
men, yet they did no firing from the ships, 


and after the landing parties were repulsed, 
no regular attack was made by the ships 
themselves unjil after daybreak. It was 
understood to-night the navy officials 
claimed they made a night attack In addi- 
tion to the landing rties, and that there 
was no response to their attack. 

Where the victory rests to-night is not 
apparent to shore observers. Vhile the 
battleships passed the forts and other de- 
fenses, the firing was so general and 80 
terrific as to make it seem that only the 
umpires, acting under the rules and consid- 
ering the “ points’’ as military arid naval 
experts, could determine the result. 

he night was a sleepless one not only 
for all actually engaged in the manoeuvres 
but for many in the city. It was searcely 
midnight when the searchlights of the fort 
disclosed two torpedo boat destroyers in 
the outer harbor. Firing began at once 
and then ceased. 

An hour later the presence of a battleship 
was revealed by the searchlights, and sev- 
erai of the forts opened fire upon her. 
This vessel returned the fire, and after 
that the cannonading became general. A 
cutter and launch containing landing par- 
ties were captured, and at 2:25 A. . all 
the outer forts were engaged in action 
with the three big vessels, which afterward 
were recognized as the Kearsarge, Illinois, 
and Alabama. 

While two torpedo boat destroyers and 
other small craft had been detailed to 
the duty of threatening the various pas- 
sages of the harbor, the movement against 
the main channel had been reserved for 
the battleships. 

For more than an hour the big vessels 
stood off the main entrance to the harbor. 
At 4 o'clock they began the advance. With 
the Kearsarge leading and the Illinois and 
Alabama close behind, each belching broad- 
sides at the forts. they steamed slowly 
toward the city. Forts Willlams, Preble, 
and Leavitt poured uninterrupted fire to- 
ward the ships. With their sides belching 
forth smoke and fire and with battle sags 
flying the great sea ~ aoe passed on. In 
turn each ship seem to concentrate fire 
on one fort after another. until the vessels 
had reached the inner harbor. 

As the ships passed the forts the firing 
ceased slowly, and by 7 o'clock the echo of 
guns at the eastérn side of the bay, where 
a minor engagement was going on, was all 
that could heard. 

The battleships then manoeuvred for a 
time as if making a demonstration against 
the city itself, but firing was not resumed. 
Then they went back toward. the outer 
harbor, where they began crulsing about 
among the islands. 

The scene of action shifted to the natsage 
into Hussey’s Sound, between Peak'’s und 
Long Island, early in the forenoon. From 
this vicinity eat clouds of smoke were 
arising and the roar of many guns was 
heard, and the Olympia appeared. loading 
a fleet against Fort McKinley. The Olym- 

la was closely followed by the Baltimore. 

here were four other vessels in this floct, 
the principal one being the training ship 
Newport. The others were the converted 
yacht Vixen and two torpedo boat destroy- 
ers, Worden and Stewart. 

For a time the firing was as violent as 
that marking the passage of the battleships. 
Then the action ceased suddenly and the 
Olympia and Baltimore came to anchor just 
off Cow Island in the direction of Little 
Cheboague. Later’ the Kearsarge, [linolis, 
and Alabama anchored not far from Fort 
George, andefor a time, at least, hostilities 
were suspended. 

The land forces claimed that although 

the battleships had passed the forts and 
entered the harbor, they were not able to 
take the city. and had dropped back to 
the outer harbor to signal for reinforce- 
ments, 
While the ships were lying at anchor 
after the action, the third section of the 
enemy's squadron, including the Chicago, 
two torpedo boat destroyers, one second- 
class battleship, and one large cruiser. 
sailed up through Hussey’s Sound and 
joined the waiting fleet. 

One converted cruiser left the fleet at 
about 2:45 and steamed up the harbor a 
short distance, possibly looking for cables 
attached to mines. She fired several rounds 
and was answered by Fort McKinley. She 
anchored off Little Johns Island. 

As the last of the modern ships of war 
was passing the forts this morning the 
historic Hartford came into the harbor 
cleared for action. Col, Milla ordered his 
batteries to withhold their fire in honor of 
the record of the grand old ship. and she 
continued on her course unmolested. 

Just befure noon a fleet of seven torpedo 
boats was made out on the horizon moving 
slowly in an «asterly direction. It is be- 
Meved they were joining the battle ships 
which particinated in the morning attack. 

At Fort Preble it is claimed that all three 
of the big warships which subsequently en- 
tered the harbor had been technically de- 
stroyed in the earlier action, when they 
were first discovered by the use of search- 
lights. It was stated that 140 rounds were 
fired by the mortars of the harbor forts 
during the attack, 125 shots bv the con- 
verted guns at Fort Preble and 35 shots by 
six-inch guns. 

The army, under the command of Col. 8. 
M. Mills, holds it gained a signal victory 
over a portion of the fleet in the engage- 
ment. Two phases of the manoeuvres were 
worked out, and in both the army umpires 
claimed the victorv. The attempt to land 
a force is said to have been repulsed with 
heavy loss. The attempt to run the bat- 
teries is declared to have resulted in the 
destruction of the vessels concerned by 
gunfire and the mines. 

A discovery was made that the powerful 
searchlights were able to penetrate the fog, 
and the vessels of the attacking fleet were 
picked up at a distance of 10,000 vards, 

It is declared that the attempt of the at- 
tacking fleet to make a landing during the 
night was unsuccessful. It was the evident 
intention to land on as many of the islands 
as possible, and early in the engagement 
the harbor jest inside the headlands of the 
main ship channel became dotted with smail 
boats, some of which made their way to- 
ward Fort Preble and others toward Cush- 
ink'’s Island 

This move drew the fire of the small 
arms from the infantry posted on these 
islands. The landing parties were repulsed 
from all the islands. A launch and cutter 
captured at Fort Preble were a part of 
the general landing force. Later the Pan- 
ther tried to land on Long Island several 
boatioads of marines and jackies under 
fire from her rifles, but the boats were 
repulsed by the fire from a field battery 
well masked on the shore and by heavy 
gunfire from Fort McKinley.

MOBBED VICTIM OF THIEF 


| crowd Saw Negro Strike White 
Man, Who Had Robbed Him. 


‘Sided. with the Criminal, Who Was. Al- 
lowed to Go Free by a 
Policeman. 


A large and angry crowd gathered in 
Nasgau Street, in front of the American 
‘Tract Society Building, at noon yester- 
day, demanding vengeance on a negro who 
had hit a white man, The latter said the 
negro had taken his watch and chain. 
Either forgetting, or not knowing the rea- 
son for the blow, the crowd collected about 
the negro, and were beginning to handle 
him. roughly when a policeman arrived 
and gave him safe convoy to the Bridge. 
The policeman had to use his club on the 
mob, severely bruising several before they 
gave up their efforts to injure their in- 
tended victim. 

The negro, whose name was not learned, 
appeared to be about thirty years of age, 
was neatly dressed, and in each hand car- 
ried a traveling bag. He was alone and waa 
making his way from a downtown office to 
the Bridge. His coat was open in front, 
and on his vest was visible a heavy gold 
chain, fastened through one button hole, 
and connected with a silver watch in his 
pocket. As he reached the front of the 
Tract Society Building, two white men, each 
of about twenty five years old, came toward 
him from the opposite direction, In passing 
him, one went to his right and the other to 
his left. The fellow on the left put out 
his foot, catching the negro’s and almost 
throwing him to the pavement, while the 
one on the right caught at the chain, tear- 
ing it, with the watch, from his vest. 

Both men then started to run, and the 
one who had done the tripping escaped en- 
tirely. The negro quickly recovered, how- 
ever, and turned upon the man who had 
taken his watch, felling him with a heavy 
blow on the forehead, but not before he had 
passed the watch and chain to his confed- 
erate. 

The occurrence had taken less than a sec- 
ond, and the negro had not seen the watch 
passed. He stood over the fallen man, a 
scared jook on his face, whilea crowd of men 
began to gather. Many who were on their 
way to or from lunch were passing through 
the street at the time. The mob grew fast. 
Few had seen the blow struck, but every 
one, seeing the white man lying on the 


pavement and the negro standing over him, 
conjectured that the latter had struck him. 
There was a shout for vengeance. 

The negro tried to explain and was mak- 
ing frantic gestures of entreaty to the 
crowd, but his voice could not be heard 
above the shouting. One man caught him 
by the back of his coat and was about to 
strike, while another caught his out- 
stretched arm. Some one in the crowd 
shouted ‘ Kill the nigger,”’ and at once a 
rush was made for him by those in the in- 
side of the ring. 

At this point .he policeman, who had been 
on Park Row, around the corner, ened 
into the crowd and shouted for order. See- 
ing that his command was d'vregarded, he 
then drew his pocket club and rushed at 
those on the outside of the mob beating 
his way to the assistance of the negro. 
When he reached the centre some of the 
crowd had helped the white man to _ his 
feet, and he was trying to get away. The 
nae hung to him, however, telling the 

iceman his tory. The man protested his 
nnocence, and, after the iceman had 
felt over his verson and could not find the 
watch, he was released, the negro makin 
no protest. Some of the crowd still wait 
as if to attack the negro anew. so the lat- 
ter asked the policeman to escort him to 
the bridge. 


NEW CONSUL AT ERZERUM. 


Edward J. Sullivan, Just Appointed, Is a 
Well-Known New Yorker. 


Edward J. Sullivan, a well-known mem- 
ber of the Catholic Club and a frequent con- 
tributor to various periodicals on political 
and other topics, is rcelving congratu- 
lations from his friends upon his appoint- 
ment as United States Consul at the Turk- 
ish Cities of Erzerum and Trebizond, to 
which posts he has just been assigned by 
President Roosevelt. Mr. Sullivan returned 
to his home, 316 West Twenty-ninth Street, 
from Washington on Tuesday. 

The new Consul first attracted wide at- 
tention by taking a prominent part in set- 
tling the great Carnegie steel mills strike 
in 1888. He has since been active in chari- 
ty work, having lectured and written in 
support of various causes, He stumped 
several States for Harrison and McKinley 
when they sought the Presidency, and was 
an ardent advocate of President Roosevelt 
both in his Gubernatorial and Vice Presi- 
dentia! campaigns. He is a personal friend 
of the Fresident. 

The other organizations besides the Cath- 
olic Club of which Mr. Sullivan is a mem- 
ber are the Society of the Genesee, the 
Army and Navy League, the Commercial 
Travelers’ Association. and the Ninth As- 
sembly District Republican Club. 

Among those who indorsed him for his 
new place are Senator Piatt, Gen. Benjamin 
F. Tracy, Edward Lauterbach, Capt. FP, 
Norton Goddard, John W. Vrooman, John 
D. Crimmins, and Secretary of State John 
F. O'Brien.

TO AID NEW ORLEANS TRADE. 


A committee of the New Orleans Board 
of Trade has been in the city since Sunday 
conferring with officers and committees of 
the Merchants’ Association, the National 
Association of Manufacturers, and the 
Produte Exchange. The New Orleans peo- 
ple are interested in providing for transac- 
tions In grain futures and increased steam- 
ship service between New York and New 
Orleans. 

Members of the committee said last night 
that, as New Orleans had stood at the 
head of the country’s grain exporting ports, 
steps ought to be taken to insure a steady 
grain market in New Orleans and enable 
surchsers to hedge purchases on the spot. 
They also wish to provide for coffee fut- 
ures in their city, 

In the matter of grain futures, the New 
Orleans men explained, they desired to work 
with, not against, Galveston, It was said 
that the ideas of the committee had met 
with favor among the members of the New 
York Produce Exchange, and that many 
of the members had signified an intention 
of joining the New Orleans Exchange. The 
members of the committee said that they 
were engaged in negotiations with people 
whom they were not at liberty to name 
with regard to the establishment of a line 
of freight and passenger steamships be- 
tween some Atlantic port—not necessarily 
New York—and New Orleans, this line to 
work with the Gould railways. 

The committée consists of J. H. Lafaye, 
President of the New Orleans Board of 
Trade; James W. Porch, First Vice Presi- 
dent; A: F, Leonhardt, Chairman of the 
Grain Committee, and Frederick Muller, 
Secretary.

He Dominates the Convention—John H. 
Clarke Indorsed for Hanna’s 
Seat in Senate. 





COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. 26.—The John- 
Bon programme was carried out completely 
to-day in the Democratic State Convention. 
Although the opposition obstructed tke 
proceedings with minority reports for .eme 
hours, the name of John L. Zimmerman of 
Springfield was not presented for the 


Gubernatorial nomination, and every nomi- | 


nation on the State ticket, including that 
‘of Mayor Tom L. Johnson for Governor, 
Was made by acclamation. 

Even after the Chair announced that the 
mame of Mayor Johnson was the only one 
before the convention for Governor, there 
Were some dissenting Zimmerman votes on 
the motion to make the nomination unani- 
mous, but the Zimmerman supporters sub- 
sided after the selections for Governor and 
Senator were made.

Jobn H, Clarke of Cleveland was indorsed 
for United States Senator. 

The opposition by various obstruction 
movements kept the convention in continu- 
ous session for about‘seven hours. While 
minority reports were presented from the 
committees, the only fight that worried 
the Johnson managers was On the Senator- 
ship. The on!l~ ballots’ forced on the domi- 
nant elemenf were in that contest. 

The minority report on Rules and Order 
of Business, which was intended to omit 
the indorsement of a Senatorial candidate, 
Was edfeated by a yote of 211 ayes and 448 
nays, which was considered a test vote be- 
tween Johnson and Zimmerman, after all 
the contested seats had been decided in 
favor of the former. 

On naming the candidate for Senator the 
Jchnson supporters were divided among 
themselves. Mayor Johnson and ex-Con- 
gressman John J. Leritz have been very 
close personally and etree os! for years, 
but a most intensely bitter feeling existed 
to-day, at least on the part of Lentz, who 
openly accused Johnson with favoring for 
Senator a man who had voted against 
Bryan. 

Zimmerman men had intended voting for 
Clarke,.the Johnson candidate for Senator, 
zs they said he represented their con- 
servative views, but when Lentz. opened a 
fizht oh Johnson on the Senatorial candi- 
Gate the opposition resumed its obstructive 
tactics and voted for Lentz for Senator, 
thus driving the Johnson faction to the 
second ballot. 

The first ballot resulted: Clarke, 335; 
Lentz, 222; Saltggaber, 125; Baker, 11, and 
Russell. 4. The Johnson men made a ter- 
rifie effort on the floor of the convention 
t% name Clark on the second ballot. 

The vote for Saltzgaber represented the 
ultra-silver men, who were ardent support- 
ers of Johnson, but who said they would 
Support no man who had voted against 
Bryan. M. E. Ingalls of Cincinnati had 
been indorsed by the Hamilton County dele- 
Ration for Senator and was the chofce of the 
Zimmerman men; but Ingalls and the un- 
seated Hamilton County delegates, although 
in the city, did not attend the convention. 

John Clarke, who will canvass the 
State with Mayor Johnson and the other 
Democratic nominees, has been a prominent 
attorney at Youngstown for many years, 
but now he is located in Cleveland, which 
city has four prominent candidates, the 
Republican as well as the Democratic can- 
Gidates for Senator and Governor. 

The platform included the following 
planks: 

“Assembled in convention at Columbus, 
preparatory to the State election of 1903, 
we, the Democrats of Ohio, reaffirming the 
declaration on National issues in our plat- 
form of 190%. adopted at Sandusky, hereby 
renew our allegiance to the Democratic 
Party of the Nation, and again avow our 
devotion to the principles of its last Na- 
tional platform. We accordingly condemn 
colonialism and imperialism, denounce 
trusts and trust-fostering tariffs, repu- 
diate government by injunction, and op- 
pose financial monopoly, together with 
every other legalized monopoly and lezal- 
ized privilege. Adhering to these prin- 
ciples of the Kansas City platform, we 
repeat our condemnation of all efforts to 
renounce or ignore them. 

“Until United States Senators are re- 
quired by amendment of the Federal Con- 
stitution to be elected by popular vote, nom- 
inations of candidates for United States 
Senator should be made by State conven- 
tions.”’ 

William Jennings Bryan by special reso- 
lution is invited to speak in Ohio in sup- 
port of these declarations of principles. 

Next to the commanding presence of 
Johrson was the part of Clarke in the 
convention. He made _ two masterly 
speeches, one presenting the name of John- 
son, and the other accepting the Sena- 
torial nomination. Mr. larke intimated 
that he would ask Senator Hanna for joint 
debates during the campaign. 

With the single exception of the Sen- 
atorial indorsement. the Johnson men con- 
trolled the convention to-day as finally as 
the district and committee meetings yes- 
terday. The convention was as distinctly 
with Bryan on National as with John- 
s0n on State issues. The supporters of 
both Temporary Chairman Saltzgaber and 
Permanent Chairman Goeke insisted that if 
the Democratic Party is to change its pol- 
fey to suit the times, the change “‘ must be 
made by the friends of the party and not 
by its enemies.”’ 

The result of the convention leaves the 
State Committee 18 to 3 in the hands of 
the Bryan-Johnson element for next year. 
when delegates to the Democratic National 
Convention are to be selected.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Aug. 26.—A hur- 
ried night journey to Columbus, a ride of 
an hour in a cab, and a hasty return to 
this city are features cf the indorsement 
by the Democratic State Convention of a 
candidate for United States Senator that 
betame public here to-night. 

After John W. Bookwalter declined to 
accept indorsement, he received word that 
hig friends were insistent that he be in- 
dorsed, and that a plan had been agreed 
upon which, it is said, had the sanction 
of Tom L. Johnson, by which the conven- 
tion was to be stampeded for Bookwalter. 
Last night his Chief Lieutenant, Charles 
W. Constantine, who was on the ground 
at_Columbus, telephoned to this city to Mr. 
Bookwalter to go to Columbus at once. 

Mr. Bookwalter arrived in the capital 
city at 10 o'clock last night. He was met 
at the Union Station by Mr. Constantine 
and another man, and the three spent an 
hour driving around in a closed carriage 
while the situation was discussed. Mr. 
Bookwailter made it plain that he meant 
what he sald in his letter. 

However, between the time he was 
tetephoned for and the time he arrived, Mr. 
Constantine had seen Tom L. Johnson and 
exacted a promise from him that in_ case 
any attempt was made to spring Book- 
walter’s name he, Johnson, would take the 
floor and fight ee Similar 
promises were exact from State Chair- 
man William Finley, Harvey Garber, and 
others, In addition, it had been agreed by 
Permanent Chairman Goeke that he would 
emeny recognize Constantine if the

OVERSTREET ON CURRENCY. 
PGS Bakar. 


Leading Republican Member of House 
Banking Committee Says No 
Bill Is Needed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 —Representative 
Overstreet of Indiana, one of the leading 
Republicans on the House Banking Com- 
mittee, shares in the belief held by so many 
Western men that financial legislation at 
the approaching session of Congress is not 
needed. Mr. Overstreet has introduced a 
number of financial bills since he has been 
in Congress. He took a prominent part in 
the passage of the act of 1900, which de- 
fined and fixed gold as the standard of 
value and had charge of the bill when it 
was considered in the House. When asked 
his opinion on the prospect for financial 
legislation at the coming session of Con- 
gress, Mr. Overstreet said: 

“ Of course I would like to see additional 
currency legislation and would deem it ad- 
visable. At the same time I want to em- 
phasize my opinion that it is not necessary 

} to the continuance of prosperity. There 
are two main features of the financial sit- 
uation: 

| ‘ First—The certainty and security of our 
currency. 

“*Second—The freedom. of its circulation. 

“Now, the certainty and security of the 
currency is assured by the legislation al- 
ready on the statute books, especially the 
Gold Standard act of 1900. There cannot 
be a doubt, nor even the shadow or ghost 
of a doubt, as to the absolute stability of 
our currency. It is founded on rock-bot- 
tom and cannot be assailed or shaken. 

“The freedom of circulation can be s8e- 
cured by continuance of public confidence. 
Why should not public confidence continue? 
There is thing in the industrial condi- 
tions of this country that menaces pros- 
perity. 

“The banking conditions are much bet- 
ter to-day than they were one year ago. 
The little flurry in Wall Street makes no 
impression whatever on the West; it has 
not caused as much commotion in_ indus- 
trial and financial circles as the falling of 
an Autumn leaf. Let public confidence 
continue, and we will have no cause to com- 
plain of the freedom of. circulation. 

‘Industrial conditions throughout the 
country west of the Susquehanna River are 
in every way admirable. The country seems 
to be in a fever of industrial activity. Men 
are busy everywhere, working night shifts 
as well as in ithe daytime. he crops are 
splendid. the railroads are taxed to their 
utmost to move the accumulation of freight 
at every point, and on every hand is indi- 
cation of thrift and industry.”’ 


A GOVERNOR KNOCKED DOWN. 


Arkansas Supreme Judge Aggressor In 
a Warm Political Debate. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 26.—Judge 
Carroll L. Wood of the Arkansas Supreme 
Court, who is opposing Gov. Davis as a 
candidate for a third term, knocked Gov. 
Davis off a speakers’ stand a distance of 
four feet to the ground during a political 
meeting at Bismarck yesterday. 

Gov. Davis was not hurt and friends pre- 
vented further trouble. Judge Wood was 
immediately arrested on a charge of assault 
and battery. 

Goy. Davis publicly asked Judge Wood 
questions, and before they could be fully 
answered interrupted with more questions, 
which so angered Judge Wood that he 
knocked the Governor from the platform.

CASSIDY FEELS COMPLIMENTED 


Thinks Report Sustaining Only 21 of 46 
Charges Against Him a Tribute 
to Honesty. 


President Cassidy’ of Queens Borough, at 
his office yesterday, reiterated that the 
charges made against him by certain tax- 
payers were “all politics.’’ He said the re- 
port of the Commissioner of Accounts was 
completed on July 3, and received by Mayor 
Low, and that he received a copy from the 
Mayor on Aug. 22.

Grand Trunk Likely 
- to Precipitate Trouble.

Roads in the Southwest May Reduce 
Fares to New York to Meet 
the Cut.

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—A railroad passenger 
rate war covering the United States is 
feared as the result of the heavy cut in 
rates effective this week. 

Efforts of competitors to induce the Grand 
Trunk to withdraw its $24 round trip rate 
from Chicago to New York have proved un- 
availing. The company has notified its 
Chicago-St, Paul connections that they may 
use the $24 rate to New York to-morrow 
as a basing rate in connection with the $8 
round trip rate-in effect between St. Paul 
and Chicago. 

This makes a through rate of $32 from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis by way of the Niag- 
ara frontier to New York, as against the $25 
rate to New York from St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis via Montreal. The $24 round trip 
rate from Chicago to New York will be met 
by all the differential lines Bast from Chi- 
cago, but the Standard lines probably will 
ignore it. They feel they would lose thou- 
sands of dollars through manipulation of 
the return coupons by scalpers. 

Even as it is the adoption of the $24 
round trip rate by the differential lines 
will cause considerable demoralization dur- 
ing the first two weeks in September. 

Fears are entertained that the trouble will 
spread to St. Louis, Kansas City and South- 
western Missouri River points. An official 


of one of the Western roads said to-day 
that his road proposes to put in correspond- 
ingly low rates from Kansas City and &t. 
Louis to New York. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S NEW YARDS. 


Railroad Making Extensive Land Pur- 
chases for Them at and Near 
Shire Oaks, Penn. 


WASHINGTON, Penn., Aug. 26.—The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, to make 
room for its immense yards to be built at 
Shire Oaks, this county, has just pur- 
chased more than $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty between Courtney and Sunny Side, and 
a large portion of the town of Shire Oaks 
has been bought by the company. The 
grading has about been completed for the 
great classification yards of the Pennsyl- 
vania, Thirty-eight tracks are to be laid, 
each of which will be considerably more 
than a mile in length.

The schooner was discovered by the tug 
Patience, bound from New York to Provi- 
dence with two tugs in tow. There was full 
sail set, and the three topmasts had been 
carried away, the topsails and rigging being 
caught above the mainmast and the deck. 

Capt. Walter Miner anchored the barges 
and put over to the schooner. He found 
that she had turned turtle and that none 
of her crew was aboard, He then towed 
her to Norwalk Harbor, arriving there this 
morning. 

One body was found in the hold. It was 
identified late to-day by Pendleton Bros., 


the owners of the schooner, as that of Capt. 
Edward Coombs, of North Salesborough, 
Me., master of the vessel. 

From ponerse found aboard: the schooner, 
it is believed that the crew consisted of 
six or seven men. The schooner was 140 
feet long, 22 feet beam, and of 385 tons 
register. 

The condition of the wreck indicates that 
the head sails had been blown away and 
that the lower sails were being furled at 
the time the schooner capsized. 

The Willie L. Newton was built at Bangor 
in 1881, and that was her home port. She 
was of 326 net tonnage. She put into New 
London on the 22d for harbor and sailed 
from there two days later for New York. 
She was owned by the Pendleton Brothers 
of Islesborough, Me., and was commanded 
gp Ss t. Edwin Coombes of the same town.

FRATERNAL INSURANCE LAW. 


Proposed Legislation to Benefit Bene- 
ficiary Associations. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 26.—The pro- 
posed Uniform bill, 
beneficiary associations, as prepared by 
the Committee on Fraternal Insurance of 
the National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners, was considered by the National 
Fraternal Congress to-day. 

This measure is intended to secure a 
uniform law for all the various States, 
which shall define a fraternal beneficiary 
association; provide that such associations 
shall be exempt from all provisions of the 
tmsurance laws of the States, and that no 
law passed after this measure becomes a 
law in any particular State shall apply to 
them uniess they be expressly designated 
in such law, and it also provides for the 
manner in which associations shall buy, 
hold, and dispose of property in the 
State, &c. 
~The measure provides for revocation of 
the license of any such fraternal society 
exceeding its powers, or whose business 


is hazardous to the public. {t also pro- 
vides that “‘no association now authorized 
by the Insurance Commissioner of any 
State in which this bill may become a law, 
to transact business which pays, or pro- 
vides for the payment, of any benefit for 
temporary or permanent physical disability, 
either as the result of disease or accident, 
shall be permitted to continue such busi- 
ness in such State after the ist day of 
January, 1908, unless such association shall, 
from and after said date, collect from its 
members holdi contracts providing for 
such benefits . disability preminms or as- 
sessments on, account of such disability 
benefits which are not lower than those 
ee by the Manchester unity tables of

Talking of Tour, Says He Finds More 
Japanese Than Russian Feeling in 
Manchuria—War Inevitable. 





Henry Frederick, a publisher, who left 
New York City on July 2, on the steamer 
Deutschland, for a tour around the world, 
with the hope of breaking the record for the 
shortest time consumed in encircling the 
globe, returned to New York last night on 
the New York Central Railroad. Mr. Fred- 
erick. had been successful in his endeavor, 
having made the entire circuit in fifty-four 
days, seven hours and twenty minutes. 

‘My object in making the trip,”” he said 
last evening, “was to see what was the 
quickest time a man could go around the 
world in comfortably. The train ride from 
Paris to Dalny, China, consumed eighteen 
days—two days across Yellow Sea. Two 
days by rail across beautifyl Japan. 


hours ,and lost seven days, as I was com- 
pelled to take a slow boat two days later, 
which spent sixteen days on the Pacifi¢. I 
landed at Victoria and made the American 
Continent in a little over four days. This 
with the Deutschland’s fast time of six 
days across the Atlantic made my record 
of fifty-four days. During that time I 
slept in but one hotel—and that in Yokoha- 
ma. Every other night was spent either on a 
train or steamer, and I presume it will be 
many days before I will miss in my ears the 
click-click of the rails, or cease to feel the 
motion of the boat.” 

Mr. Frederick had no-end of stories of 
adventure to tell, but he was particularly 
interested in the observations he made of 
conditions in Manchuria and Japan. 

“From the time I crossed Lake Baikal 
and journeyed eastward, toward the scene 
of the expected strife between Russia and 
Japan,” he said, “‘ militarism was striking- 
ly obvious. All the trains of the Trans- 
Siberian Railway were guarded with sol- 
diery, and detachments of troops were being 
moved toward Manchuria. On the train on 
which I traveled there were sixteen armed 
guards, and a striking fact was the pres- 
of small detachments of soldiers at 
bridges, dangerous precipices, in fact, at 
any point where a wreck would cause dis- 
aster to the railway. Trainmen told me

the soldiers were placed on guard because 
of the danger of attack from Chinese brig- 
ands and banditti, but I think it is Japan- 
ese sples and secret service men that the 
Russians fear the more. 

‘From what I saw in Manchuria, I can 
tell you this: Russian policy is without 
doubt to hold Manchuria and also Niu 
Chwang. Moreover, it seems that Russia 
does not intend to take any steps to avert 
hostilities with Japan, particularly if she 
feels assured that Japan will fight unaided. 
The war feeling among the Japanese is now 
quite strong, and war was regarded as 
imminent when I was there; in fact, it 
seemed only a matter of months if not of 
weeks. And I can say, too, that Manchuria 
is well worth holding, and Russia is in 
possession. The country is rich in minerals 
and natural resources, and with a promise 
for untold wealth when development comes, 
Although it is, of course, most difficult in 
journeying through a country to secure 
universal opinion, from conversations I had 
with Chinese of education, I should say that 
the general opinion is anti-Russian, instead 
of otherwise, as has often been stated. The 
natives favor the Japansese, who are looked 
upon as the champions of weaker China by 
the more educated Chinese.

Pensacola to be Connected with South- 
ern Europe Points. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 26.~—Within 
thirty days a line of steamships will be 
established by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad, between Pensacola, Fla., and 
the most important parts of Southern 
Europe.

GEN. OLIVER IS RETIRED. 


Quits the National Guard to Become As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 


ALBANY, Aug. 26.—Brig. Gen. Robert 
Shaw Oliver, commanding the Third Brig- 
ade of the National Guard of this State, 
to-day sent to the Adjutant General his 
reguest for retirement. This action was 
the result of his appointment as Assistant 
Secretary of War.

State, but also have been recognized by 
the United States Government in appoint- 
ing him to the high and honorable position 
of Assistant Secretary of War.” 


FOUND DYING ALONE. 


Man Lies Out in the Open for Two 
Days After Having Paralytic 
Stroke, 


Special to The New York Times. 

ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 26.—John Bertello, 
an inmate of the Orange Poor Farm, was 
found last night lying back of the power 
house at the Head of the Orange Mountain 
cable road suffering from exhaustion and 
the effects of a stroke of paralysis. He had 
been stricken on the left side at least two 
days previously, and had been unable to 
move from the spot where he was found. 


He died in the Orange Memorial Hospital 
this afternoon. 

It was about a week ago that Bertello 
went away from the Poor Farm, He was a 
man of advanced years, and had been at 
the Almshouse for a long time. How he 
managed to get to the top of the cable 
road, which is at least five miles away, is 
a mystery. 

Two boys who had been detained by the 
heavy storm were hurrying across lots in 
the rear of the power house when they al- 
most stumbled upon the old man, He was 
drenched to the skin and in a shocking con- 
dition. Not only was he suffering from the 
effects of the stroke of paralysis, but he 
was terribly emaciated and so weak he 
eould searcely speak. He had had no food 
for three days, he said.

Senator Piatr adheres firmly to his 
often expressed belief that Mr. Low 
must be the Fusion candidate for Mayor 
this Fall. He is equally positive that it 
would be inexpedient to nominate Dis- 
trict Attorney JEROME. 

Mr. PLatT could give many reasons for 
these opinions. Some of his reasons 
might command wide assent, but he has 
two reasons which would be conclusive 
for him even if there were no others. 
They are, first, that Mr. Low is a Re- 
publican, and, second, that Mr. JEROME 
is a Democrat. Mr. PLatt would consent 
only with the utmost reluctance, if at 
all, to the nomination of a Democrat as 
the Fusion candidate for Mayor. Those 
Democrats who advocate the nomination 
of an independent Democrat may as well 
look the facts squarely in the face. The 
Republicans of New York are the largest 
organized body in the Fusion group. 
Anybody can see that their votes are 
mecessary to the success of a Fusion 
movement. But the Republicans of New 
York will not in union and good faith, 
with all their strength and votes, sup- 
port a Democratic candidate for Mayor. 
The fact that so large a number of the 
prominent Republicans of New York are 
most respectable men, that the Repub- 
licans whom a Democrat of good social 
standing would have up to dinner, for 
instance, are different beings from al- 
most any Tammany men whom he might 
meet at the dinner table, creates the de- 
lusive impression that the Republican 
Party is as a whole vastly more respect- 
able than the Tammany Party.

PARKS’S SENTENCE. 

Parks’s case presents a singular and 
exceptional if not anomalous situation. 
We-see the prosecutor urging the court 
te postpone sentence, while the convict 
himself is demanding the immediate im- 
position of it as a ‘‘ constitutional right.” 
The explanation, $t appears, is that the 
prosecution desires to try him, while he 
is still unsentenced, on half a dozen other 
charges of blackmailing. It miight also, 
fortified by the verdict of guilty in the 
one case which has been tried, very 
properly prosecute him for perjury. For 
the verdict brands him as a perjurer of 
a particularly brazen and impudent kind. 
It is to avoid these further opportunities 
of vindictaing his character that Parks 
clamors to be sentenced at once, since he 
cannot be tried on one charge while he 
is serving sentence.in prison for another. 

PaRkKs's counsel announces that he will 
begin the old familiar, tedious game of 
hunting for a Judge who will give a cer- 
tificate of reasonable doubt, a jury 
having declared on their oaths that there 
was no reasonable doubt. Well, in this 
PARKs’s counsel will be within his rights. 
Whether he will be consulting the inter- 
ests of his client is quite another matter. 
For the public prasecutor declares that if 
Parks gets his certificate and his new 
trial he will push the other charges, and 
try to get the labor leader sentenced for a 
much longer term than that to which he 
has now been condemned. It seems, upon 
the whole, that Parks had better serve 
his sentence without further efforts to 
shirk it. Two years and a half is not so 
very long. And Parks must cherish a 
hope that when he has done this mod- 
erate amount of time the fates will put 
in the District Attorney's office some 
more complaisant public prosecutor, 
somebody actuated by that broad tolera- 
tion of “graft” which characterizes 
Parks's friend Drevery. 


LESSONS OF THE PARIS DISASTER. 

Full information by mail relative to 
the dreadful disaster on the Metropolitan 
Underground Railway of Paris confirms 
and emphasizes the generalizations war- 
ranted by the cabled news concerning it, 
But for the value of the lesson it im- 
parts to the company which is equipping 
and will operate the rapid transit sub- 
way of this city, it would be unnecessary 
to add to our comments on the incident 
at the time of its occurrence. 

In justice to the Paris company, it 
should be said that from the beginning 
its management has been admirable. 
Up to the time of the first and great 
disaster of Aug. 11 it had carried in 
safety niore than two hundred millions 
of passengers. That disaster is undoubt- 
edly attributable tc the failure of the 
driver of the first train involved to fol- 
low instructions. Article 41 of the com- | 
pany’s code of rules for drivers reads: 

When the driver observes that an insulat- 
ed wire is becoming heated in an abnormal 
way, he should keep running with precau- 
tion till he reaches the next station, where 
the passengers should be put down and 
the train continue empty. Should the short 
and fire already 
broken out, he should isolate the “ shoes "’ 
and extinguish the fire with the extin- 
guisher in his “‘cab."’ If the current fs still 
on the Mne, the driver should put on his 
protective spectacles and rubber gloves. 
Should the burned insulated wires concern 
only a single motor, that motor should be 
isolated and the journey continued with 
the other after the passengers have been 
put down at the néarest station. If the 
train has two motor engines, the damaged 
one should be isolated and the journey 
continued with the other. 

These rules were unquestionably dis- 
regarded. Whether this was deliberate 
disobedience on the part of the driver, or 
an error of judgment, is unimportant. 
Such things constantly occur in railroad 
practice. The engineer who “takes 
chances” and succeeds in accomplishing 
what he has in view is applauded and 
deemed a man of good judgment and 
fron nerve. If he takes such chances 
and fails he has disobeyed the company’s 
rules and must be held to sharp responsi- 
bility for the consequences. The crime 
is in failure. Obviously, the rules of a 
company cannot provide for every con- 
celvable emergency, and must be sup- 
plemented by the quick wit of the en- 
gineer. He violates the letter of the 
rules frequently. To say that he must 
not igs nonsense. As a matter of fact he 
must, for the reason that the safety of 
his passengers often demands that he 
shall. If the train accidents avoided 
by the quick wit of the engineer could 
be tabulated the totals would astonish 
the traveling public. 

No railroad, above ground, on the 
ground, or under ground, can be run 
without accidents. With electrical cur- 
rents of high tension the risk of accidents 
is increased. Short circuits are unavoid- 
able, and no insulating material Known 
will resist the ares thus established. 
The only useful lesson of the Paris dis- 
aster is that nothing in a tunnel from 
end to end, including rolling stock, should 
be combustible.

You may run cars for yeafs and carry 
millions of passengers without losing a life, 
and then one day a fire occurs and you 
have a catastrophe. The only remedy is to 
make everything in connection with your 
system non-flammable. Jt ig impossible to 
guard against a short circuit by any means, 
What you can guard against is, when it 


happens, the spreading of the fire. We are 
now carrying out experiments on the most 


exhaustive scale to try to discover what is

the cable and for the material of the cars. 
The fourteen ears which are now running 
on the Harrow line are built of non-flam- 
mable wood, Further experiments will 
show whether we shall adopt that particu- 
lar type of car for our line when we. get it 
into working order, Only yesterday we 
were making tests with materials for in- 
sulating the cables, Iron piping, which is 
generally used, is melted in seven seconds; 
the coating which we have just tried, com- 
posed of asbestos and other materials, 
burns out in seventeen to twenty-five sec- 
onds, according to the strength of the cur- 
rent, and, of course, causes no fire. 

Confronted with the ironical inquiry 
of the London electrical engineers aa to 
whether it was his purpose fo rebuild all 
the district stations so as to make them 
fire-proof, Mr. Yerkes said that this 
was exactly his purpose. Wooden plat- 
forms will be replaced with concrete, 
for wooden signal boxes stéel will be sub- 
stituted, and stairways which are not 
fire-proof will be rebuilt. 

The management of the [nterborough 
Company should’ not in: any detail of 
eonstruction or equipment be behind the 
London company. Its first order for cars 


4s based upon specifications calling for 


a construction which is not sufficiently 
fire-resistant to meet the requirements 
of the case. If any mistake is made it 
should be on the side of safety. Nothing 
in the subway, fixed or on wheels, should 
be combustible, whether intact or in frag- 
ments. This precaution should even be 
carried to the point of excluding from the 
underground stations bookstalls and 
newsstands. Nothing which in the event 
of accidental conflagration will producs a 
great volume of blinding and acrid smoke 
should be permitted underground.

THE SIN OF FRIENDLINESS. 

Baron VON STERNBURG, the Ambassa- 
dor of Germany to the United States, 
according to the reported remonstrances 
from Berlin by Mr. Hersert W. Bowen, 
our Minister to Venezuela now on ser- 
vice in Europe in the interest of a satis- 
factory settlement of the disputed claims 
against President CastTro’s Government, 
is meeting in Germany with a good deal 
of unpleasant criticism from German 
newspapers because of his conspicuous 
friendship with and acceptability to the 
American people. As Mr. Bowen had 
very recently met Baron VON STERNBURG, 
as the alert and sturdy protector of Ger- 
man interests during the negotiations at 
Washington, preceding the agreement by 
which a deplorable condition of war had 
been interrupted, and a reasonable resor: 
to arbitration secured, his impatient de- 
fense of the German Ambassador is not 
at all surprising. 

But when Mr. BoweEwn stops to think 
about it, he will very quickly remember 
that the United States has indulged in 
just the sort of denunciation of which 
he complains, and with just as little jus- 
tification afd sense. Let him try to re- 
call the efforts of Mr. LOWELL to culti- 
vate British good-will, and ‘try algo to 
forget the sneers provoked by his praise- 
worthy efforts. He cannot forget the 
clamors of the tail twisters over the ef- 
forts of Mr. Pue_ps, Mr. LINcoLN, Mr. 
BAYARD, and even Mr. Hay to assure 
Great Britain that we were disposed to 
get along with that kingdom, as if there 
was some common interest drawing us 
together, and no reason whatever why 
it should not be promoted instead of 
being forever discouraged by observing 
an outworn traditional pclicy that we 
should always address the British peo- 
ple with a chip on shoulder. With in- 
creasing sense, and after a period when 
our relations had been a good deal 
strained over the settlement of the Ven- 
ezuela boundary question, that attitude 
of surly apprehension changed a bit, and 
Mr. Hay was the first Minister to the 
Court of St. James’s who was almost 
unanimously sustained by the people, as 
well ag the Government, for persisting in 
giving Great Britain a good opinion of 
us. ‘When Mr. CHOATE became Ambassa- 
dor, it had ceased to be regarded by any- 
body of pretensions to respectability as 
a crime for our diplomatic representative 
anywhere to so represent us as to give 
the impression that we are not a lot of 
quarrelsome, half-civilized, perky, and 
prosperous products of a doybtful re- 
publican experiment. 

The newspapers in Germany that are 
now amusing themselves with sneers at 


| the expense of 
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not only showing us that Old. 
newspapers can be moved by impulses 


and prejudices as petty and discredita- | 


ble as those which inspired, for a long 


time, a great many of our own news-° 


papers and statesmen, ‘but that they are 
just as mistaken in pretending to repre- 
sent the national feeling when it is per- 
mitted to have its own way. It is to the 
selfigh interest of certain classes in Ger- 
many, classes possessing great influence, 
but less influence; possibly, than they 
dia before the recent elections, to promote 
German ill-will rather than German good- 
will toward the United States. Fortu- 
nately fer the Baron VON STERNBURG, 
his responsibility is not to the unfriendly 
German press, but to the friendly Em- 
peror. Not even the introduction in the 
Reichstag of a resolution of censure 
upoh Ambassador VON STERNBURG, for his 
efforts to promote good-will between the 
United States and Germany, need keep 
him awake when he ought to ‘sleep. 
With the support of the Emperor, and 
the approval of his own conscience, he 
may go on with his endeavors to main- 
tain unbroken the relations existing be- 
tween Germany and the United States, 
and eventually may come to know what 
it is to be popular at home for having 
been a friendly and acceptable represen- 
tative of his Gevernment and country in 


a foreign land.

—~One of the many unsuspected possibill- 
ties of wireless telegraphy was developed 
down the harbor on the occasion of the sec- 
ond cup race. To say that an electrical 
storm raged is to put the case mildly. On 
the water were three boats endeavoring to 
transmit news to three stations on the 
shore. The rivals were unable to agree on 
the queation of precedence, with the result 
that to spite one another they bombarded 
their several stations with news so persist- 
ently and continuously that only one co- 
herent ‘wireless message reached the ex- 
cited crowds in Herald Square and Park 
Row. When, owing to the hage that en- 
veloped the yachts, authentic, or even ap- 
proximate, facts were lacking, the operators 
had recourse to the poetry of the sea, which 
got even more hopelessly mixed than sea 
poetry is accusetomed to be.

——The charge, recently made by a minis- 
ter of Halifax that women who play golf 
are led into profanity, has roused The 


Express of London to interview one of the 


leading women players of England. ‘ Only 
bad players swear,” was her somewhat 
equivocal answer; and the equivocation was 
not lessened by her adding: “If by any 
chance a good player ever foozles, a pretty 
little dash is enough to assuage her cha- 

| grin.’’ With this base evasion she proceeded 
to attack the language of men players. She 
had known members of Parliament who em- 
ployed unparliamentary language in a bun- 
ker. Even the ministry was no exception, 
In one club (she called it a Presbyterian 
club, but are there denominations in golf?) 
there was a notice posted: ‘‘ Members are 
requested not to swoar in the hearing of 
the younger caddies. Those who cannot re- 
frain from swearing should employ old and 
experienced caddies." The parish minister 
one day rose in the smoke room and sol- 
emnly requested that the rule be suspended, 
as he was going out for a round, and all 
the old and experienced caddies were en- 
gaged. A reasonable request! For if the 
young and inexperienced caddies are never 
allowed to hear language, how is the stock 
of old and experienced caddies to be re- 
cruited? Science and theology combined, we 
fear, (if such a combination is imaginable) 
cannot eradizate from the human heart the 
conviction that there are crises in which the 
use of language is not to be dispensed with. 
In praising the eloquence of a friend, the 
Westerner of anecdote exclaimed: “™ He 
could exhort the impenitent mewel!’’ What 
eulogy shall be spoken of him who can ad- 
dress the backsliding golf ball? If there 
be any player, man or woman, bad or good, 
who asesrts and glories in the fact that he 
or she is able to play golf without address- 
ing the ball, all true golfers will- exhort 
him or her to go to Halifax. 


~——Again one of those elusive, mysterious 
slices of life that crop up in the columns of 
the good old Summer Times! A man bath- 
ing at Atlantic City was dashed against the 
steel pier, and when he was dragged ashore 
by rescuers a woman in a bathing suit 
wiped the blood from his face and kissed 
him tenderly, while another woman pushed 
through the crowd and belabored him with 
her fist until the rescuing coast guards had 
to haul her off. The woman in the bathing 
suit sald nothing and made good her escape 
from the reporters. The other woman said 
that she was his wife. If she was his 
‘wife, then her action was out of all prece- 
dent. For example, the same issue reported 
an encounter*in the courtroom between the 
widow of .the murdered Roxpury and the 
manicurist in whose company he was when 
murdered. The widow, while not absolutely 
attacking the manicurist, confronted her 
with outstretched arms and an abjurga- 
tion. Meeting her later in an elevator she 
was. with difficulty restrained by the As- 
sistant District. Attorney from making a 
seene. That Is what normally happens in 
such cases. If the attacking woman at 
Atlantic City had indeed been the wife, rea- 
son firmly grounded on human experience 
teaches that she would have attacked not 
her errant husband, but the woman of his 
second choice, In such moments the heart 
speaks out. A woman feels instinctively 
that. when the pgor weak Adam ig led into 
tasting forbidden fruit the fault lies with 
the woman who tempts him, and that in 
consequence it is she who deserves to be 
chastised. But if the woman who was not 
in a bathing sult wag not the injured man’s 
wife, who was she? That is what so stead- 
fastly refuses to-abide our question.

Eight years ago 
American travelers abroad were surprised 
at the variety and acuteness of the ques- 
tion, put them about their native land, 
hard put to it 
for an_ {ntelligent.. answer. Even at 
that time more educated Britons gen- 
erally felt that forees were so shap- 
ing as to throw the two countries 
nearer together, arid the events of the 
late war went far to make the anticipation 
a fact.’ Nowadays it may be’ questioned 
whether educated Englishmen are not as @ 
rule more familiar with the geography 
and the progress of.affairs in America 
than Americans are with such matters in 
England. How many Americans are able 
to locate the English counties--for exam- 
plé, Dorsetshire, Wiltshire, Hampshire, 
even Middlesex? It would be hard to find 
an Englishman of the more enlightened 
sort who has not a pretty good idea of the 
whereabouts of Rhode Island, Louisiana, 
and Wyoming. In speaking of Mr. BAL- 
Four, American newspapers would scarce- 
ly be satisfied with calling him “ the Pre- 
mier,” for there is also a Premier of 
France; yet Englishmen habitually refer 
to Mr. Roostve.t as ‘‘the President,” 
albeit there is also a French President. 
The change of the past decade lately re- 
ceived a pointed illustration when one of 
the great London daily papers dated a 
eable report of a sensational murder ‘‘ Bos- 
ton,” and in the next column had a dis- 
patch dated “ Boston (Eng.)"’ No doubt we 
shall continue to hear of the ignorance of 
Britishers, for it has long since become a 
stock subject for anecdotal jest, and in 
America anecdotal jest is a great strong- 
hold of superstition. 


SENATOR DANIEL ON SILVER. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times; 

There is an editorial in Tue Times of 
Aug. 19 relating to my alleged or supposed 
financial views, it is erroneous on some 
assumptions. of fact. 

it is not true that I have expressed the 
opinion that asset banking will be the lead- 
ing iseaue of the next campaign. 

I have simply said that financial issues 
may arise in the next Congress which will 
go before the country in that campaign. 

It ia not true that I have expressed my- 
self either for or against the elastic cur 
rency asset banking scheme in whatever 
meéasure embodied. My opinion is not made 
up on that subject, and I await its presenta- 
tion and discussion. A bill that commands 
my judgment, dealing with the financial 
topic, I would vote for, whatever its origin; 
and one that did pot comrnand my judg- 
ment I would not vote for, whatever its 
origin. 

The subject does not invoke partisan feel- 
ing or aspiration, If represented as geck- 
ing a party issue, it is a mistake. The 
Democratic Party has plenty of issues. It 
need not look for them. They are looking 
for it. Ls my TrmgEn’s editorial says: 

“ Here 1908, after the gold standard 
has been established b 
inaudible opposition o 
the ‘do somet for silver’ party, it 
seems a pity that Mr, Daniel should start 
UR. as from a nightmare, to insist that 
silver must be restored to its place.’’ 

Permit me to say that I do not now in- 
sist that silver be restored to its place, 
whether atarting up “as from a night- 
mare’ or from anywhere else. The night- 
mare feature has found new locations. So 
far as silver free coinage is concerned, [ 
opposed its being made an issue in the 

aneas City Demccratic Convention of 1900, 
and am opposed to its being made an issue 
now.

I would say yey | now; but the dignity 
of the subject is such that my self-respect 
seems to a that I should say this 
much to avoid milounderstanding. fully 
Tealize the delicacy and the difficulty that 
involve the matter, and shall endeavor to 
act in my vote as a patriot who holds 
foremost the welfare of his country. 

When I have sufficiently studied the mat- 
ter, have seen the propositions submitted, 
and have matured opinions which | am 
orepared to vindicate, I will be as candid 
n their utterance as I am now abstinent. 
Meantime 1 do hot wish to be miscon- 
ceived.

~ TO AMERICAN LAWYERS 


‘Eminent Englishman Speaks Be- 


for the Bar Association. 


Meeting Begins at Hot Springs—Presi- 
dent Criticises Statutes Which Tend . 
to Delay Justice. 


HOT SPRINGS, Va.; Aug. 26.—The annual 
convention of thé American Bar Associa- 
tion opened to-day. About 200 lawyers are 
in attendance. The session will last until 
Friday night. 

This evening Sir Frederick Pollock ,of 
Oxford read a paper on “ English Law Re- 
porting,” which was in part as follows: 

“T will not speak of the history and mer- 
its of the early reporters, for therein your 
countryman, John William Wallace is our 
master; it was one of our greatest common- 
law lawyers, the late Mr. Justice Willes, 
who sent me to ‘Walace on the Report- 
ers’ more than thirty years ago. 

“Our law reporting is unofficial, as it has 
been ever since the commencement of mod- 
ern reports, It is more, than doubtful 
whether the year books, were the work of 
official reporters. Internal evidence is dis- 
tinctly unfavorable to the tradition, for it 
looks like a professional tradition which Ba 
con and Plowden accepted. Bacon would 
be a better witness. if he had not used the 
story to support a scheme of his own for 
official reporting, and Coke's. enormous 
a as makes his repetition of it worth- 
ess. 

“The Council of Law Reporting is not a 
Government or official institution. It -has 
no legal privileges and does not claim any 
monopoly; the freedom of citation remains 


unimpaired. In fact it is a joint committee 
of the Inns of Court, the Law Society, and; 
of late ears, the Bar Council. 

Our bond is more like that of a college 
crew than that of a government office. 
What rules we have, outside matters like 
the dates for returning proofs, really be- 
longing to the printing and publishi more 
than the rogerting department, are jmostly 
unwritten. We are answerable to thé coun- 
cil who appoint us, and to the council 
alone; and in the most improbable case of 
an attempt at formal interference from any 
other quarter, I should have no hesita- 
tion in telling the intermeddler, however 
exalted his professional or oficial position 
might be, to mind his own business, and I 
should do so with the full assurance of 
Deri Supported by council. 

ere is a growing tendency among our 
people to multiply rules and administrative 
machinery and demand what is called or- 
ganization. No one who has had much to 
do with the English universities any time 
the last twenty years can have failed to 
observe it. Broadly speaking, I think it is 
a misciievous tendency «1d ought to be 
resisted. 


TOO MUCH ORGANIZATION. 


“As a matter of fact, the precautions 
that such routine is supposed to embody 
are very seldom, if ever, of any honest 
use. Making everything, great and small, 
difficult just to the point of cumbrousness 
and vexation, but not difficult enough to 


secure a considered and solemn decision of 
the greater matters, is the worst way of 
all, though, unhappily, not uncommon. 

“As to the maiten of the reports, + there 
is no fixed rule tor deciding what cases 
are to be published. Utility to the pro- 
fession is the only test. We do not neces- 
Sarily report a judgment because it is 
written, still less omit to report it because 
it is delivered off-hand. The judges them- 
Selves are under no rule as to reserving or 
writing their judgments, and any hard- 
and-fast distinction founded on judgments 
bei written or oral, considered or not 
considered, would lead to absurd results. 

“An elaborately argued case involving 
large pecuniary interests, and requiring a 
ve careful judgment, may be of no gen- 
eral professional interest whatever, and 
turn wholly on special facts, Of this kind 
are many patent and trade mark cases. 
On the other hand a very brief and off- 
hand judgment may settle a vexed point of 
practice or even of law. 

“It is the editor's duty, without prejudice 
to any genuine individuality, to secure .a 
certain uniformity and maintain a due 
standard of language. On the split in- 
finitive, for example, I do my best to wage 
@ war of extermination. 

“Another pest of law reports, derived I 
think from ill-penned statutes and con- 
veyancing forms, is the slovenly misuse 
of ‘such’ as a mere demonstrative. As 
for example: ‘The plaintiff's yellow dog, 
being, as was alleged by the plaintiff, 
muzzled, bit a dynamite cartridge belong- 
ing to the defendant. Such cartridge ex- 
ploded, and after such explosion it was not 
found possible to reconstruct either such 
dog or such muzzle.’ This likewise I en- 
deavor to extirpate. But some weeds are 
very hard to grub up finally. 

“Tt may be of some little interest to 
state the regular course of dealing with a 
reported case from delivery of the manu- 
seript to publication. I take the Chancery 
Division as being that in which the ma- 
terial is under my own eye at every stage. 
In the last days of one month and the first 
of the next the manuscripts on hand are 
sent on to the printers after a summary 
inspection. The reports on which any ques- 
tion arises at this stage are very few, and 
it often happens that a reporter's copy is in 
my custody only for some hours.

but I have not observed that promptitude 
leads to any faling off in accuracy. Indeed, 
I think the work fs likely to be better, if 
anything, for being put through while the 
memory of all persons concerned is fresh. 
About two months, however, is the more 
usuai lapse of time betwen the date of a 
decision and that of its appearance in the 
Law Reports. 

“The reports go forth on the first day of 
the month; I will not say ‘on or about,’ 
for we allow ourselves no days of grace 
unless the first of the month is a dies non, 
and any other kind of accidental delay is a 
matter for searchings of heart. Strict 
punctuslity fis what we aim at and usually 
attain.

Volcano Belches Forth a Great 
Stream of Lava and Stones. 











Side of the Mountain Opens Out—Super- 
stitiods. Neapolitans Want Prof. 
fi Krull Expelled. 





NAPLES, Aug, 26.—The people of Naples 
and the environs witnessed a remarkable 
Spectacle at noon to-day. One thousand 
feet below the central cone of Vesuvius the 
volcano opened like a huge mouth, out of 
which belched. fiery stream of lava which 
ran down the side of the mountain, and at 
first seemed to menace the. obs¢rvatory. 


This building; however, was protected in the- 


direction of the stream by a mound of lava 
200 feet high, which was thrown out during 
the eruptions of 1895 and 1900. 

The eruption occurred without any warn- 
ing whatever. There was no earthquake, 
detonation, or rain of ashes—nothing but a 
clear stream of lava and red-hot stones, 
which were thrown to a height of 700 feet, 
producing an extremely beautiful effect, 
seen from Naples. The stream of lava, 
which is fifteen feet bread, at 11 o'clock 
to-night had cover a distance of 2,700 
feet. It deviated later from the direction 
of the observatory, which is no Tenger men- 


aced. The only danger is for the new elec- 
tric tramway up the volcano, which, how- 
ever, has thus far not been touched. ‘The 
eruption already seems to be decreasing, 
and it is hoped that no damage will result 
from it. ‘ 

The spectators far enough away not to 
be frightened stood entranced at the spec- 
tacle, but those nearer to the volcano were 
seized by panic when the eruption began 
and rushed down from the sides of the 
mountain and from the adjacent country to 
the villages of Portigi and Resina, which 
are built over the ruins of Herculaneum. 
The alarm in these villages was somewhat 
quieted by the Mayors affixing noticés de- 
claring that there was nm danger and ex- 
horting the people to remain calm. . 

The Chief of Police of Naples has gone 
personally to make a tour of the villages 
around Vesuvius in ordér to reassure the 
peasants and superintend any measures of 
protection which may be deemed necessary. 

The pupeemians lower classes are agitat- 
ing for the/expulsion of Prof. Krull of Mu- 
nich, who predicted the eruption, declaring 
that he has the “evil eye.” 


VOTE ON CHAMBERLAIN’S ALAN. 


Bye-Election in Argyllshire Fought on 
the Fiscal Question—Result Will 
Be Known To-morrow. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—The first Parliament- 
airy bye-election, fought on the fiscal ques- 
tion raised by Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
lain, is taking place in Argyllshire, where 
there is a vacancy caused by the death 
of D. N. Nicol, who was a Conservative. 
The candidates, Charles Stewart, Union- 
ist, and J. 8. Ainsworth, Liberal, repre- 
sent, respectively, protection and free 
trade. 

The polling is being conducted under con- 
siderable difficulties. All kinds of craft are 
being used to convey the voters from the 
fishing grounds to the polling booths. 

The candidates had a three weeks’ cam- 
paign, during which they journeyed in 
yachts from island to island. The weather 
was so stormy that they frequently were 
unable to land and address their wait- 
ing audiences. 

The result will not be known until Friday, 
owing to the difficulty in collecting the 
returns. i 

Argylishire contains a great number of 
islands, including Mull, islay, Jura, Tiree, 
Coll, Iona and Staffa. Its area is 3,255 square 
miles, of which nearly a half belongs to the 
islands. The population numbers 75,679. 

The bye-election campaign has been en- 
livened by a number of picturesque inci- 
dents. On Aug. 18, for instance,‘as Mr. 
Stewart was proceeding in a yacht on 
Lake Ell, the top of the engine cylinder 
blew off, the yacht’s machinery being 


wrecked. The engine room staff fortunate- 
ly escaped injury. Sails were set to pre- 
vent the vessel drifting ashore. 

Mr. Stewart, with Lord and Lady Arthur 
Cecil, rowed ashore, where they chartered 
a contractor's locomotive and traveled to 
Ballachulish. Lady Arthur Cecil occupied a 
seat on the coal tender, and Lord Arthur 
acted as engine driver. 

Mr. Stewart, in addressing the. electors, 
presented the arguments for a Protective 
tariff mainly in their agricultural aspect. 
Apparently, the Scottish farmers were im- 
pressed by his speeches, for the audiences 
are described as sympathetic, and he _ re- 
ceived many votes of confidence. Lord Ar- 
thur Cecil took a leading part in the cam- 
paign till he was summoned to Hatfield on 
account of the death of the Countess of 
Galloway, his aunt.

BURIAL OF MENOTTI GARIBALDI. 


An tmpressive Spectacie on the Cam- 
pagna Romana—Gabriele d’Annun- 
zio One of the Mourners. 


ROME, Aug. 26.--The burial of Menotti 
Garibaldi took place to-day and was a 
most impressive spectacle. 

In the night the body was carried on a 
guncarriage, escorted by cavalry, across 
the Campagna Romana. Amidst the dark- 
ness would appear from time to time 
groups of peasants carrying torches, lan- 
terns, and characteristic lamps with three 
wicks, who knelt along the road and called 
on God to, bless the body of their bene- 
factor. A group of cowboys of the Cam- 
pagna Romana, mounted on prairie ponies 
and carrying long iron-tipped lances for 
guiding cattle, joined the escort around 
the coffin, 

As the dawn burst over the Campagna 
a group of horsemen came dashing up 
from the opposite direction. Their leader, 
who at first was not recognized, approached 
the guncarriage and laid an oak branch 
on the coffin. He was scarcely able to 
restrain his emotion. It was Gabriele 
da’ Annunzio. 

Arriving at Carano, Menotti Garibaldi's 
estate, the coffin was lowered into the 
grave by the dead man’s relatives and 
friends, including d'Annunzio, who also de- 
livered a brief and touching address. The 


earth was then filled in. The grave lies 
in the midst of a desolate plain. 





RETRIAL FOR ENSIGN HUESSNER. 


Sentence on the Naval Officer Who 
Killed an Old Friend Quashed. 


BERLIN, Aug. 26.—The Imperial Military 
Court has quashed the reduced sentence of 
two years and seven days’ incarceration tn 


a fortress imposed on Naval Ensign Huess- 
ner for killing the artilleryman, Hartmann, 
and has ordered his retrial. 


Last Good Friday at Essen Huessner 
killed a friend and townsman, an artillery- 
man named Hartmann, by ‘running him 
through the back with his sword because 
Hartmann had greeted Huessner as a boy- 
hood chum instead of saluting him asa 
superior officer. On May 25 Huessner was 
sentenced by a court-martial at Kiel to im- 
prisonment for four years and one week 
and to degradation. Later the sentence was 
reduced to imprisonment in a fortress for 
two vears and seven days. 

Before the court-martial Huessner de. 
elated that, while he regretted that he had 
killed Hartmann, he acted within the gser- 
vice instructions and was obliged by the 
code of honor to do as he had’done.” The 
impression made by his testimony was that

THE MONETARY COMMISSION. 


French and Russian . Commissioners 
Give Qualified Approval of the 
Americans’ Proposals. r 


PARIS, Aug. .26.—The report of the 
French Commission, appointed to. confer 
with the United States Monetary Exchange 
Commissioners, has been delivered to Am- 
bassador Porter. It contains ‘a not from: 
Foreign Minister Delcassé, saying that 
France is not prepared to express binding 
conclusions until she has consulted with the 
other Powers. é 

The report indorses the principle of a gold 
standard for China and other silver-using 
countries, but it points out that the plan 
is possible only with judictous control of the 
coinage by the Government and the creation 
of an adequate gold reserve. It favors a 
coinage ratio for the Orient, fixing the face 


value of silver sligntt above its bullion 
value, similar to the erican system in 
the Philippines. The French Commission 
makes reservations upon the proposed regu- 
lar purchase of silver on the ground that it 
is impossible to foresee the country’s needs 
for subsidiary and colonial coin: ¥

DR. EATON. MAY RETIRE. 


Opposition to Local Head of Methodist 
Book Concern. 


As the result of recent developments in 
the affairs of the Methodist Book Concern 
it is rumored that Dr. Homfer Eaton, head 
of the New York office, will be asked to 
retire at the Quadrennial Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church next May. Dr. 
Eaton, in common with Dr. J. D. Hammond 
of San Francisco, has been criticised by 
clergymen in all parts of the country for 
what they claim are “ unfair methods tow- 
ard the local managers and making efforts 
to protect Dr. Hammond,” against whom 
there are charges connected with the man- 
agement of the church concerns and Chi- 
nese mission appropriations in the South. 

Yesterday the’ Finance Committee re- 
ceived a letter from the Rev. H. A. C. Bane, 
who declares he can show to “a figure” 
that Dr. Eaton “has been unfair in his 
methods and should be thoroughly exam- 
ined."’ The official entry which Bane pro- 
poses to put before the quadrennial gather- 
ing against Dr. Eaton is as follows: 

| Dr, Eaton, who is the senior agent of the en- 
tire Methodist Book Concern, told me in Febru- 
ary, 1902, that he had never talked over old ac- 
counts with Hammond. The conference reports 
of the same year show that Dr. Eaton was forced 
to admit that in June, 1901, he had not only dis- 
cussed these accounts,, but that he had sold out- 
standing accounts worth’ $11,000 to Hammond 
for $2,000, and had taken $500 in cash payment. 

This incident, some ministers claim, oc- 
curred after Dr. Hammond had been re- 
tired, the sale being without the knowledge 
of Dr. Eaton's associate managers. Neither 
Dr. Eaton nor any one in authority at the 
Book Concern on Fifth Avenue would dis- 
cuss this latest incident in the Book Con- 
cern muddle. Dr. J. M. Buckiey, editor of 
The Advocate, which is controlled by Drs. 
Eaton and Mains, would not say a word 
about the affair. His asociate, Dr. Strunz, 
said: ‘‘ You will not find any one here to 
speak of it. It is an affair entirely in the 
hands of the Bishops of the Church. Dr. 
Eaton, if he is a wise man, will certainly 


make no comment on it.”” Dr. Eaton would 
not be seen ec a 

Mr. Bane, who is the leading spirit 
agdinst Drs. Hammond and Eaton, states 
further in what_he calls ‘‘an indictment,” 
that with careful management the accounts 
of Eaton would have netted the Church 
fully $5,000. ‘“‘ Dr. Hammond,” he contin- 
ues, ‘‘ has never made an accounting to the 
Church of what he collected, nor ‘has he 
paid any part of the $1,500 stil) due.” 

Dr. Eaton has been head of the Book Con- 
eern here for more than twenty years, the 
firm name being Eaton & Mains. This lat- 
est incident, it is beligved, may be the final 
blow to the proposftion made some time 
last Spring to reorganize a trust of the 
book concerns with a capitalization of 
$5,000,000. - Dr. Eaton favors the scheme, 
and should it be approved by the Bishops, 
New York would be made the céntral depot. 

Whe recent controversy in the Book Con- 
cern, however, and the attitude of the 
Western and Southern’ clergy toward the 
management of the Hastern house will, it 

belleved, prevent any possible organiza- 

on of a trust.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 26.—Martin Kel- 
logg, ex-President of the University of Cali- 
fornia, died at. the Waldeck Sanitarium, 
in this city to-day, as the result af an oper- 
ation performed several weeks ago to re- 
lieve a combination of stomach and liver 
troubles. 




















Martin Kellogg was President of the 
University ef California for six years. He 
resigned the position in 1899, and became 
Emeritus Professor of Latin, which posi- 
tion he has since held. He was the son of 
Allyn White Kellogg, and was born in 
Vernon, Conn, in 1828. 

Mr. Kellogg received his education at 
Williston Seminary, Easthampton, Mass., 
and was graduated from Yale University 
in the Class of 1850. He studied theology 
at Andover and at the Union Theological 
Seminary in New York. Since his gradua- 
tion, from the latter institution, in 1854, he 
had been connecté@ with the University 
of California, where besides being a pro- 
fessor, he had. been the dean of the faculty, 
acting President, and. President. 

During 1899 and 1900, Mr. Kellogg toured 
the worid,:-after which he returned to the 

| university. He was a member of the Berke- 
ley, Oakland, California, University, and

THE LABOR QUESTION 


Says Enipire State Should Take 
_~ the Lead in Solving It. 


Thinks Remedy is the Stoppage of Op- 
( pression by Labor and Unjust De- 
mands by Capital. 


HORNELLSVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 26.—Gov. 
Odel: arrived here at noon, and after dining 
with Mr. and Mrs. Charles Adsit, was 
driven to the Fair Grounds, escorted by 
the Forty-seventh Separate Company, N. 
G. N. Y. The Governor's address, which 
Was delivered under the auspices of the 
Hornelisville Farmers’ Club, was listened 
to by an immense crowd. He said in part: 

“All wealth comes from the. soil, and 
labor is the power which increases cap- 
ftal and@ brings contentment and happiness 
to the people. Wealth, therefore, is but 
the hidden force of labor, the evidence of 
its success, and a measure of the industry 
of the people. The stability of govern- 
ment depends upon the success of your 
efforts, and the consideration which fol- 
lows as a result of the rights and liberties 
.of the individual. 

“It is well for ua, therefore, at times 
in the midst of our rejoicing to consider 
the relations between capital and labor, 
ancé measure up the full responsibilities 
and duties which each owes to the other. 
To-day labor is as. necessary as ever be- 
fore in the world’s history, and more in- 
teiligence is needed to control the mechan- 
isms which have been the outgrowth of 
the intellectual development of mankind. 

“With this development have come 
greater needs, greater necessities. The 
Icxuriey of the past have become the ne- 
cessities of the present. By the increase 
in population, demanding more and more 
those things that are essential for the ma- 
terial well-being of the people, there have 
been made available those agencies created 
by man’s ability which have added to our 
material prosperity. 

“The millions of acres of farm lands 
throughout our country would be impos- 
Bible of cultivation without the adequate 


machinery which has been produced for 
havesti the immense crops which not 
only feed our own people, but have made 
of our country the greatest granary of the 
world. The waterways and railroads which 
bring te our very doors luxuries which 
were denied to nobles of the earlier ages, 
have tended to lift man out of his narrow 
environment, and lead him to higher aims 
ana nobler ambitions. Without this labor, 
Wealth would be of no value, and the gold 


_ which the miners are annually adding to 


resources of the Nation would be but 
; mere dross. , 


WEALTH NOT THE RIGHT STANDARD. 


“ While it is true that the desire to build 
. up ahd add to our own material prosperity 
and enjoyment is and should be an in- 
centive to every man, I doubt if we were to 


measure > our suce@ess by this standard 
alone whether such a nation as ours, strong 
as it is in the love of the people, could 
exist for a long period. Mere pandering to 

Sordid motives have led to the downfall 
of many nations which were apparently as 
stable and secure as our own, and if this 
is to be the standard of our country it needs 
no vision of prophecy to foretell the end of 
our a3 Republic. 

re Ppily, however, the intelligence and 
knowledge which come from a study of the 
past are —— men to a consideration of 

hese importan | gan ee and legislation 
in the direction of preventing abuses and of 
jecomposing differences between capital and 
labor makes more certain year after year 
that feeling of security in the stability of 
our Government which adds to the dignity 
of its citizenship. The mere arbitrary ex- 
ercise of power, leading.sometimes to ex- 
travagant and excessive demands by those 
Whose capital is their brawn d muscle, 
Will not correct abuses, but orfly result in 
friction which is alike disastrous to those 
who labor and those who are at the head 
of our industrial affairs. 

“Oppression, on the other hand, which 
tends to degrade or lower man in the so- 
celal scale, is an offense against the laws 
of God, and if rmitted to continue will 
in time bring down the Government, no 
matter how strong it may be or how com- 
manding its influence.’ Mutual regard of 
the rights and liberty of each is essential. 

“The man who labors is entitled to hours 
@nd remuneration which will enable him to 
intelligently perform his work and to ad- 
Vance intellectually, permitting him to en- 
oy that which God has given us as the 

m and right of all. Capital which de- 
jes these rights is an offense against the 
ws of humanity and should be treated 

with less consideration than the man who 
willfully destroys his neighbor’s property 
or deprives him, without due process of 
law, of that which is justly his own, and 
in the enjoyment of which he should be 


protected. 

* Measured up by this standard, how is 
the t gs og: State fulfilling its mis- 
sion? Have the laws which have been en- 
acted with reference to the labor conditions 
of the State been adequate and met the ex- 

tation of those who formulated them 

nd those in whose interest they were en- 
acted? Child labor and the employment of 
women either in dangerous occupations or 
tn Saioy ments which would interfere with 
their intellectual and physical growth and 
Eereepeent have been prohibited through 
laws placed upon the statute books. 
“This is the result of the efforts of the 
men and women who recognized these 
truths and who believe that the grinding 
down of men in selfish interest is a most 
serious obstacle in the way of human de- 
creer. Lawes which revent labor 
rom committing crimes against the State 
and which insist that every man shall 
have the right tq@ the enjoyment of his 
liberty as ran by the Constitution 
of our coun are in the direction of safe- 
guarding the hts, not only of those who 
Gre combined, but of all others who indi- 
vidually prefer to work out their own des- 
tiny and their own future. 


LABOR PROBLEM EASY TO SOLVE. 


“The problems, therefore, of labor and 
eapital are.easy of solution if, as the dom- 
fnating and controlling action of both 
there is that same desire to avoid demands 
that shall transgress the rights of either, 

nd that laws enacted by the majority of 

e shall be the controlling force of 
all of the people.

MINERS’ CASES CONSIDERED. 


Board of Conciliation Takes Up a Num- 
‘ ber of Complaints. 


The Board of Conciliation created by the 
Anthracite Strike Commission, which be- 
gan a three days’ session in this city on 
Tuesday, met again yesterday forenoon on 
the sixth floor of the Havemeyer Building, 
26 Cortlandt Street. ‘Two cases on which 
the committee could not come to a con- 
clusion were referred to Labor Commis- 
sioner Carroll D. Wright, the umpire ap- 
pointed by Judge Gray of the commission. 
Mr. Wright went to Washington later in 
the day, taking the stenographic notes 
with him. ; 

One of these cases referred to Mr, Wright 
gtew out of the discharge of William 
Mowery by the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company, Mowery holding 
that his discharge was unjust. The other 
case Was the question of whether or not 


the rock miners employed by the day can 
come under ~~ eae of the award of 
the Anthracite Strike Commission. 

T. D. Nichols of the board, President of 
one of the anthracite districts of the 
United Mine Workers, has filed . three 
grievances on the part of men asking back 
pay under the award. The matter was 
originally brought before the board oF one 
of the rock contractors. If Mr. Wright 
decides that these cases come under the 
award and under the decision of the board 
the latter will take them up at a meeting 
in some other city. 

After ,;the adjournment fe ped Mr. 
Nichols said that the board had passed on 
four cases. The principal one was a case 
regarding the employes n Leisenring &Co.’s 
colliery, known as the Oakdale Colliery, in 
which the question of the nine-hour work- 
day came up. The statements of the em- 
ployers and the employes conflicted. The 
men ‘said they worked nine and a half 
hours for nine hours’ pay, the odd_ half 
hour, they said, being taken out of the 
dinner hour. It was decided that there 
should be extra compensation for all work 
done during dinner hour. 

Another case was a complaint by an en- 
gineer of Leisenring & Co. at their mines in 
the Schuylkill region, that he was _ not 
getting the advance in wages ordered by 
the Anthracite Strike Commission. The 
board ordered that an advance of 11 1-9 per 
cent. be given. The other cases were in 
reference to technical points which were 
raised, < 

“If the sessions lasted longer,” said Mr. 
Nichols, ‘‘ there would be less friction, as 
the adjustment of disputes would then be 
done quicker. We have hitherto been meet- 
ing about a day in the week, and the rep- 
resentatives ef the men want longer ses- 
sions. Everything, I believe, will be satis- 
factorily adjusted.” ‘ 


LABOR AND THE STATE CANAL. 


Conference Ends in Agreement to Sub- 
mit Question of Indorsement to La- 
bor Organizations Sunday. 


In response to an invitation from the Ca- 
nal Improvement State Committee a confer- 
ence took place last evening in the Ashland 
House between the committee and repre- 
sentatives of labor organizations over the 
projected $101,000,000 canal improvements. 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, was one of those 
invited. 

The Canal Improvement Committee has 
been alarmed by a warning given at a 1e- 
cent meeting of the Central Federated 
Union to the delegates not to commit it 
in the matter until everything is investi- 
gated. 

The mecting was attended on behalf of 
the committee by Gustav Schwab, New 
York, President; Henry B. Herbert, New 
York, Treasurer; Frank Brainerd, New 
York; Frederick O, Clarke, Oswego; George 
H. Raymond, Buffalo, and John A. Stewart, 
New York. Besides ‘Mr. Gompers there 
were present, representing the labor organ- 
izations, Herman Robinson, General Organ- 
izer of the American Federation of Labor; 
Robert M. Campbell of Typographical Union 
No. 6, Vice President of the orkingmen’'s 
State Federation, which has already in- 
dorsed the plan; James P. Archibald, Re- 
cording Secretary of the Central Federated 
Union; Charles Oberwayer of Typographia 
No. 7, Coroner M. J. Flaherty of the Brook- 
lyn Central Labor Union, and Henry White, 

eneral Secretary of the United Garment 
Workers. 

The labor representatives agreed to place 
the matter before the Central Federated 
Union and the Brooklyn Central Labor 
Union on Sunday. 


WHAT STRIKE TALK HAS COST. 


Secretary Hunter of Metal Trades Union 
Tells of Losses to Labor Because of 
Fear of Sympathetic Strikes. 


Another conference has been arranged to 
take place between the representatives of 
the unions in the shipbuilding trades and 
a commitee of the New York Metal Trades 
Association, at 208 Broadway, to-morrow, 
over the demands of the Marine Machinists 
who are on strike. 

Secretary H. C. Hunter of the New York 
Metal Trades Association said yesterday 


that under no circumstances will the de- 
mands of the Machinists be granted. 

“The talk of a sympathetic strike,’ he 
added, ‘““has already driven many thou- 
sands of dollars in wages out of this city. 
The American liner St. Paul, which is to 
be generally overhauled, is to have $100,000 
worth of repairs done to her, $75,000 of 
which will be in wages. The repairs were 
to be done at the repair shops of the Amer- 
ican Line Company here, but the managers 
would’ not take chances of a threatened 
sympathetic strike, and the 8t. Paul went 
to Camden, 

Mr. Hunter said also that a vessel was 
being repaired at a cost of $30,000 in Bal- 
timore, and the money would have been 
spent here but for the strike talk. About 
$1,600,000 in wages had gone from New 
York to other cities since February for the 


STRIKERS WANT INJUNCTION. 


Former Employes of the Fietcher Ma- 
chine Shops in Hoboken Begin 
a Novel Action. 


The strikers who have been out of the W. 
& A. Fletcher machine shops in Hoboken 
for fourteen weeks have taken an unusual 
step in retaliation against the concern. 
They have filed an application in the Court 
of Chancery for an injunction against the 
Fletchers and the police for’the purpose of 
restraining them from interfering with 


what the strikers call their legal rights in 
the stationing of pickets ahd the privileges 
of these pickets while on duty. 

On July 21 last the Fietchers asked the 
Court of Chancery to restrain the strikers 
and their organization. and friends from 
interfeting with their work and the people 
who called at the shops. Their grievance 
was that the men held- up those who ap- 
proached, and attempted to call off men 
who were likely to apply for places where 
the strikers had deserted their positions. 
This method the Fletchers held was unlaw- 
ful, as it was a menace to their business 
interests. The application came before 
Vice Chancellor Pitney and he issued the 


order. : 

The strikers’ argument was heard in 
Newark by Vice Chancellor Stevens, who 
issued an order to show Cause on Monday 
next in Jersey City why the ‘writ should not 


issue.

SAMUEL PARKS SENTENCED |

Walking Delegate’s Counsel Serves 
Notice of Appeal. . 


Term Fixed for Prisoner by Recorder 
Goff Was Not Less Than Two Years 
and Six Months. “ 


Samuel J, Parks, the walking delegate of 
the Housesmiths and Brid ‘s Union, 
who was convicted. of extortion last Fri- 
day in having taken\a check of $200 from 
Josephus Plenty, a skylight manufacturer, 
to settle a strike in Hoboken, was sen- 
tenced yesterday. by Recorder Goff in Part 
I, of General Sessions, to “serve at hard 
labor in State prison for a term of not less 
than two years and six mouths and not 
more than three years and six months, 
When the case was called yesterday Mr. 
Rand renewed the motion which he made 
Monday to have sentence deferred until 
the October term, but wag met by the 
statement of Mr. Robinson'that Parks had 
a constitutional right to be sentenced, Mr. 
Robinson demanded that judgment be 
passed ro that the case might be taken to 
a higher court. After Mstening to both 
sides the Recorder said: ‘‘ Public justice 
requires that judgment be passed at this 
time."’ 


When Parks entered the courtroom to be 
sentenced, the most casual observer could 
not fail to notice that he had lost the air 
of confidence which he bore during the 
course of the trial. Only once did he show 
his bravado, when,;“after he hada been sen- 


ee 
tenced, turning to the repcrters who have 
followed the case, he seemed about to say 
something to them, but evidently thinking 
better of it, turned again and went to his 
cell in the Tombs. In the courtroom he 
looked pale and ill, His constant confine- 
ment in the Tombs since the beginning of 
the trial has given to his countenance an 
almost ghastly hue, and his condition is 
further betrayed by his sunken eyes and 
hollow cheeks. Beads of perspiration stood 
on his brow, and as he faced the Recorder | 
he seemed very nervous. . 
Assistant District Attorn Rand _ said, 
after the case was finished: “If Parks 
goes to State prison it will be the finish 
of this case for a time at least. If he gets 
out on A certificate of reasonable doubt 
the District Attorney will proceed with the 
other indictments against him.” 
Col. Robinson said: “If Recorder Goff 
had not sentenced Parks to-day he would 
have been token to the Supreme Court on 
a writ of habeas corpus."’ 
Parks is to be arraigned in the Court of 
Special Sessions on Sept. 15 to receive sen- 
tence for having assaulted Peter O'Neil, a 
member of the Plasterers’ Union, on the 
night of July 17, on which charge he was 
convicted two weeks ago. If Parks is tak@n 
to Sing Sing at onc» the District Attorney 
will have the paseing of sentence in the 
artault cate put off indefinitely. / 
Joseph P. Eustis of counsel for Parks 
yestercay afternoon served Assistant 
Yistrict Attorney Rand a notice of motion 
returnable begs morning, at 10:30, before 
Justice Albert H. Sewell, in the County 
House, Brooklyn. The affidavit 
made by Mr. Eustis recites that he will 
move, on the lew, for a certificate of rea- 
sonable doubt pending the hearing of the 
appeal to the higher court.

HAVE TO TAKE THE OATH. 


Government Printing Office Employes 
Required to Swear Allegiance 
to United States, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.~An order from 
Public Printer Palmer was issued to the 
heads of divisions in the Government Print- 
ing Office just before the hour for closing 
to-day to appear before a notary public in 
the office and take the oath of allegiance to 
the United States, as subscribed to by 
clerks under the civil service law. 

Mr. Palmer said to-night he had issued 
the order at the suggestion of a Govern- 
ment official, whose name he declined to 
give. He said that its object was to place 
the per diem employes in the same attitude 
toward the Government as that of the 
clerks on annual salaries, who have sub- 
scribed to the order. He said that every 
employe of the office would be affected 
by the order, but to prevent loss of time 
and confusion the chiefs of divisions were 
asked to take it to-day, and gradually 
the entire force would have the oath ad- 
ministered. 

The issuance of the order created con- 
siderable surprise among the employes of 
the office, especially among members of 
the Bookbinders’ Union, who believe it has 
indirectly a bearing, of the issues growing 
out of the case of . A. Miller, the assist- 
ant foreman of the A > poeggt & who was dis- 
charged from the office because he had 
been expelled from the local Bookbinders’ 


Union, but who was afterward reinstated 
at the direction of President Roosevelt. 


TEUTONIC’S OFFICERS SAD. 


Hoped to Take Back the America’s Cup, 
as Sir Thomas Lipton Promised. 


Sir Thomas Lipton had promised Surgeon 
J. K. Bromley of the White Star liner 
Teutonic that the steamer should have the 
honor of bearing the America’s Cup back 
to England if nothing happened to pre- 
vent his proposed ‘lifting’ of the beau- 
tiful and precious trophy. Consequently 
dejection settled upon the officers and men 
when they steamed in at Sandy Hook late 
yesterday afternoon and learned how far 
the Irish baronet's hopes were from being 
realized.

MASSACHUSETTS IN DRY DOCK. 


Injuries to Battleship Are Mote Severe 
Than Was Thought. 


The battleship Massachusetts, which was 
damaged by running on Egg Rock Shoals; 
near Bar Harbor, Me., on Aug. 12, was put 
in the dry dock at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard yesterday in order that her hull might 
be examined. Naval Constructor Capps, 
who had charge of the examination, said 
that the injurles were much greater than 
the examination by divers showed. 

When the battleship was put on the ways, 
it was found that she had struck several 


times, and that her bottom was scraped 
almost the entire length. Three good-sized 
holes were found in addition to those re- 
ported by the divers. All of them are near 
the largest being on the star- 
board side near the Pe, the others bein 
on the port side, and also near the keel. 
Several of the keel plates near the stern 
of the ship are badly twisted, and it is 
said will have to be taken out and replaced 
by new plates. Dents were found the 
ae at intervals, along its entire length.

" Wistory Gives “ Little Do” the Right to 


Challenge W. A. Larned for the 
American Championship. 





Special to The New_York Times. 
NEWPORT, R. 1., Aug. 26.—H..L. Doherty, 
. the Jawn tennis champion of Great Britain, 

to-day won the final match in the All- 
Comers National Championship tourna- 
ment on the Casino courts. 

The Englishman defeated William J. 
Clothier in three straight sets by the score 
of 6-3, 6-2, 68. To-night the younger 
; Doherty stands as the challenger for the 
Wational championship title and trophy in 
the singles, an honor that has never been 
lost to this country, despite the assault in 
former years of the flower of the English 
courts. He stands as did M. F. Goodbody 
in 1894, Dr.. W. V. Faves in 1897, and 
Reginald F. Doherty in 1902. Bob Wrenn 
defeated both Goodbody and Dr. Eaves in 
thrilling battles over the net, while last 
year William A. Larned, the American 
champion, successfully defended the cup 
against the play of the elder Doherty. 

A triumph for Larned to-morrow means 
much more this year than it has in the 
past, for the Britons have won the Davis 
International Cup and have also won at 
Nahant and Southampton. They retained 
their holding of the American title and the 
Valuable cups in the doubles that they won 
last year from Ward and Davis. 

Clothier won the toss and chose the ser- 
vice. His work in the opening game caused 
‘the experts to shout with glee, for he 
passed Doherty in making his returns, and, 
although the latter vainly tried to keep 
the ball out of the tall Harvard man’s 
feach, Clothier was very speedy in cover- 
ing his court and won the game after 

‘Doherty had twice forced the points to 
deuce. Doherty won his own service game 
more easily, for the American was too 
fast in coming up to the net to volley and 
cross the ball, and at these times the 


Briton shot the ball down the side lines 
of his court for passes. The pace was 4 
killing one up to the seventh game, and 
the manner in which Clothier passed him 
worried the little Briton considerably. He 
changed his tactics somewhat in the sev- 
enth game on the advice of his elder 
brother, who sat on the side line. The 
change was that, instead of hitting the 
ball high to Clothier, the little *‘ Do’’ be- 
gan to send it to his feet and to drive it 
very low. The change threw the Amer- 
jean off at once, and, although it was his 
service. Clothier made a mess of his re- 
turns, hitting the ball into the net so fre- 
quently that Doherty was able to get the 
upper hand and the lead. From this point 
on to the end of the contest the Briton 
drove the ball low, and, to the surprise of 
the tennis following, the Harvard man 
Was never able to fully recover himself. 

Repeatefly Clothier made a furious attack 
at the net that fairly carried Doherty off 
his feet, and had the Briton not been the 
marvelous and steady player that he is he 
would have been overwhelmed. Time and 
again Clothier carried the points to deuce 
by the sheer force and brilliancy of his 
racquet work. He was aggressive at all 
times, but the Briton never let up in his 
pace, and at the critical moments he was 
always ready and equal to the call for 
which he placed the ball along the side lines 
of the opposite court. In this he never 
varied during the entire match, and al- 
though Clothier was adequate at his court 
covering, he was aced cleanly several times 
when the winning of the points would have 
turned the tide of victory in his favor. The 
racquet work of the American in the second 
set was disappointing and he was apparent- 
ly fading from the competition, while Do- 
herty redoubled his effort and made short 
‘work of -the set. 

With the sets at two love against him, 
Clothier made a fine stand in the final set. 
It was only a flash, however, for he wus 
not able to keep to the pace, and Doherty 
tried lobbing with more success than he 
had in any of his former contests. Dash- 
ing between his base line and the net 
caused so many of Clothier's well-intended 
shots to go wide of the mark that he was 
@the loser of many of the most fiercely con- 
‘tested games of this set. In the last three 
games the rallies were of such a spectac- 
t‘ular nature that the crowd was on its feet 

swith excitement more than half of the time, 
‘but it was only the last flicker of the 
“America’s great effort, and he was beaten, 


ut not without giving Doherty a hard 
struggie and playing a fine match. 
Despite the defeat there is much for 


Americans to congratulate themselves upon 
in this match. Clothier is but twenty years 
“of. age, and lacks the seasoned experience 
#f Doherty, who is twenty-seven years of 
sage, and has played with all the famous 
‘tennis piayers of England and Europe. He 
plays the game almost all the year round, 
Rnd hes won many of the titles and trophies 
on the European courts. His marvelous ac- 
curacy and resourcefulness have caused 
‘him to be regarded as the greatest tennis 

layer that has ever stepped upon a court, 
and he probably surpasses any man in the 
World at the sport. 

The competitions in the consolations were 
t@lso finished, and resulted in a victory for 
’ les E. Sands, the veteran tennis player 
“who has been successful in winning some 
Sof the honors on European courts. Sands 
defeated J. E. D. Jones in straight sets by 
{the score of 6-2, 6—4.

MOTORMAN RUNS DOWN FRIEND 


Inspector Is Killed on the Bridge by 
Train in Charge of Lifelong Chum. 


Run down and crushed to death under the 
wheels of a motor train operated by his 
lifelong chum was the fate which last night 
befell David Janes, an inspector in the em- 
ploy of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany on the Brooklyn Bridge. All three 
cars of the train passed over the unfortu- 
nate man’s body, and, torn and broken, he 
was picked up lifeless. 

Janes was fifty-five years old and lived

at Debevoise Piace, Brooklyn, with his 
wife and two children. The motorman in 
charge of the train was Wilham J. Plun- 
kett of 578 Sterling Place, Brooklyn, James 
and Plunkett had been bosom friends since 
boy hood, 

Janes was on duty on the bridge last 


night, and about 8 o'clock, for some reason, 
he climbed up from the north roadway on 
to the tracks of the cable road. Just how 
the man came to place himself in this 
position the railroad officials were unable 
to learn, but it is supposed that it was his 
purpose to make a short cut to the elevated 
terminal on the Brooklyn side. 

The Inspector was walking ger 4 the 
tracks toward the terminal, about feet 
distant, when a bridge train of three cars, 
of Punkett, came out of the 
and rounded the curve 
on its way to Manhattan. Plunkett de- 
clares that he did not see Janes*on the 
track until within a few feet of him, and 
the Inspector himself apparently failed to 
gee the train approaching. The train was 
almost upon Janes when the motorman 
saw the Inspector, but it_was then too late 
to avoid the accident. Janes was struck 
and knocked down. Before Plunkett could 
bring the train to a standstill all of the 
cars had passed over the man, ; 

Patrolman William R. Goss, of the Bridge 
police, found Janes lying wedged in be- 
tween the ties. Ambulance Surgeon Hil- 
dreth of the Brooklyn Hospital, was called, 
but when he reached the scene he found 
that Janes was dead. The man, he said, 
had apparently been killed instantly, When 
Plunkett learned that it was his old friend 
whom he had run over, he was so affected 
he collapsed. He was later arrested on a 
technical charge of homicide, but was sub- 
sequently released on bail by Magistrate 
Tighe, in Brooklyn.

advanced and the other declined. In 
short, there was no rationale to yester- 
‘day’s price. movement, and there is no 
_ profit in discussing it. Some room trad- 


_jers made an eighth, and others lost an 


eighth, and a very little real business 
was done at a wider range of prices, but 
nothing was done to throw any light 
upon which way the list will move when 
it does move. 

The produce markets were strong upon 
bad weather abroad and rumors of ex- 
‘port business larger than that officially 
‘reported. There was good selling of 
cotton, but better buying, and in the re- 
sult the bulls rather got the better of 
the realizers. In other respects also 
the news of the day was too good to 
Waste upon such a market. The rise of 
silver is unexplained, but it is notice- 
able that it started across the water, 
and follows the conclusion of the labors 
fof our commission to encourage its great- 
er use as subsidiary currency. In the 
first half of the current financial year 
we exported nearly $27,000,000 of silver, 
and a better market for our product is 
{well worth consideration. Railways and 
industrials made excellent reports. 


- :Atchison reported July’s increase of net 


‘at $296,931, and Lake Shore, which on 
Tuesday reported a sobering quarterly 
,degrease of net, published a balance 
sheet showing an increase of surplus of 
$2,036,000. With a surplus of $18,636,- 
1087, Lake Shore is in the class indiffer- 
ent to temporary moderate decline of 
earnings, which in this case is much a 
‘matter of bookkeeping, as the gross 
shows a handsome increase, and the ex- 
,penses an increase which could certainly 
be reduced under stress of necessity. 
The report of International Paper shows 
an increase of cash and surplus continu- 
ous through four years. This year’s sur- 
plus above dividends is $1,186,402, and 
cash on hand is $848,605. These figures 
show steady adherence to good policy 
initiated before recent events disclosed 
danger lurking to even prosperous un- 
dertakings through neglecting to supply

closely. Annual figures are still lacking 
for Pullman, but reports of its prosper- 
ity are confirmed, and it is intimated its 
“melon” may take the shape of an in- 
creased dividend rather than a division 
of surplus through land sales.

BRADSTREET’S COTTON REPORT 


Estimate of Boll Weevil Damage in 
Texas. 


Bradstreet's, Aug. 29, will say: 

“Bo far as yet can be. ascertained, the 
crop ir Texas, as, indeed, all over the 
South, is very late, two to four weeks being 
the average date. This fact limits the pos- 
sibility of estimates alike of damage and 
of yield. That the crop has deteriorated 
as the result of insect damage is conceded, 
put the damage is not entirely from the 
dreaded boll weevil, but from bollworms 
as well. Vhe southern part of the State, 
the lightest producing half by the way, 
sends the poorest reports, but even here 
the feeling is that an average crop, or a 
crop at least equal to last year's, is still 
possible. Hot, dry weather is an -impor- 
tant requisite here, as, indeed, in all por- 
tions of the cotton belt. North of a line 
drawn through Waco little apprehension 
seems to exist as to the boll weevil bein 
a serious element this year, but south o 
that point the feeling is pessimistic. 
Houston, which lies south of this line, how- 
ever, notes that the feeling is that damage 
reports are exaggerated and that last 
year’s yield will be exceeded. The most 
cheerful reperts come from Dallas, Fort 
Worth, and Texarkana, and in the coun- 
lies tributary to these cities the feeling is 
that the bollworm, and not the boll weevil, 
is most to be feared, next to an early frost. 
Dallas reports that the damage is exagger- 
ated, and that in north Texas the yield 
will exceed last year’s. Here the crop is 
late, but is heavily fruited, and early frost 
is feared worst of all. In Texarkana’s ter- 
ritory, Northeast Texas, the crop is late, 
but fruiti:e heavily, and insect. damage is 
small, while the prospect is for a yield 
larger than last year, with a continuance 
of present hot, dry weather. Fort Worth 
notes little damage in that section from 
insects, hut considerable from shedding, 
and conditions are not as promising as two 
weeks age, but the claim is that damage 
reports are overdrawn. Briefly summar- 
ized, it may be said that with the in- 
creased area planted in cotton and contin- 
ued hot, dry weather a yield considerably 
in excess of last year’s phenomenally 
short crop is still easily .possible, and that 
reports of damage or of total yield of a 
crop not yet opened are In a hign degree 
speculative. and shoali be taken with 
many grains of aYowance.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


Business Increased Upon Makers Ac- 
cepting Consumers’ Terms. 


Attention centres on the foundry pig iron 
trade. The deadlock which so long contin- 
ued to mark the relations of makers and 
consumers has been pretty effectually bro- 
ken. It has been broken by the makers 
ecming to the terms of the consumers, but 
that was only to be expected In view of the 
unfavorable conditions prevailing this Sum- 
mer, The buying movement has taken in a 
wider range than was noted last week. The 
activity then reported in Chicago has con- 
tinued, numerous consumers having cov- 
ered their requirements for moderate pe- 
riods, while the Cincinnati market has 
shown increased activity. A great deal of 
business has likewise-been booked in other 


markets of the country, and the Eastern | 


districts show such an improvement that 
local furnace interests are now disposed to 
take a position of greater firmness in nam- 


ing prices. It appears that the prices now 
ruling in the South, as-well as in’ other pro- 
ducing sections of the country, have so 
closely approximated the prevailing cost of 
production that a number of makers are 
confronted by the necessity of doing one of 
two things, either asking higher prices or 
blowing out their furnaces. 

We have now seen a continuous decline 
in prices for over three months, and it 
seems quite natural to expect something of 
a reaction. Consumers have been deferring 
their purchases as long as they possibly 
could, and the events of the past two weeks 
show that the time has at last béen reached 
when they feel that they are getting close 
to bottom. It would therefore appear, tak- 
ing all circumstances into consfderation, 
that the pig iron market has, temporarily 
at least, reached a substantial basis which 
affords good ground for encouragement. 

The demand for finished products shows 
no special feature. Tubes, tin plates, and 
wire are fully as active as in recent weeks. 
Sheets are in a little better demand, but 
prices are inclined to recede still further, A 
careful canvass of the structural trade by 
the leading interest shows as large a ton- 
nage in sight as last year at this time, and, 
barring unexpected calamities, a . very 
heavy business is anticipated in this line 
for the coming twelve months. 

Coke is growing more plentiful, and un- 
less the railroad situation becomes very 
bad the blast furnaces this Fall and Winter 
will be favored with cheap and abundant 
fuel. As usual, very high prices have stim- 
ulated the pene until it is In excess of 
the demand. 

Trade in old material continues extremely 
dull. The decline in prices in this lihe has 
caused a failure among the local dealers.

The Dutch Bark Amsterdam Makes 
. imposing: Spectacle. 


Fire in Petroleum-Stored Hold Sends 


Clouds of Smoke Over Water Front 
—Three Firemen Overcome. 


For the second time in less than a month 
the water front was yesterday obscured by 


smoke from a burning: vessel, the Dutch 


bark Amsterdam. .The fire seemed for a 
time in a fair way to claim three victims— 
Deputy Chief Charles W. Kruger, with 
headquarters at Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 10, Fulton Street; Capt. William 
E, Collins, Engine Company No. 10, Stone 
Street, and Fireman William J. Halpin of 
the sme company. The trio were over- 
come by smoke in the hold of the vessel, 
and it was only after hard work that the 
three men recovered consciousness. 

The great clouds of black smoke wafted 
into the windows of the ship. chandleries 
on. South Street, driving people into the 
open air. Stevedores who gather in scores 
on: the thoroughfare trooped around Pier 
12, at which the bark lay, until the fire- 
mén came to claim the space. 

Smoke issuing from the middle of the 
ship gave first notice of the fire, at just 
seven minutes before noon.. The crew was 


. eating in the forecastle, and as the smoke

came up the companionway, 
great force, the sailors lost 
going over the ship's sides, 
While police from the Old Slip Station 
maintained a fire line, fire company after 


‘ fice company arrived. But the pier would 


not admit of more than a small part of 
their apparatus, and: the fire was fought 


with difficulty. 


Galions of water were going at, over, and 
into the ship from the hydrants along 
South Street, but the one hose which had 
been taken down into the hold by Capt. 
Collins and some of his men seemed not to 
be carrying water. The firemen, groping 
in the darkness below, were believed to be 
selecting places of vantage. But when 
shout after shout through trumpets brought 
back neither echo nor response Deputy 
Chief Kruger, fearing the worst, directed 
an expedition into the smoky maw. 

Some of the firemen found there were 
just able to drag themselves out when 
steered by their comrades. But Capt. Col- 


lins apd. Fireman MHalpin had to be 
searched for und then brought up to the 
deck by sheer strength. They were trans- 
ferred to ambulances .from the Gouverneur 
and Hudson Street Hospitals. As the fire- 
boats William L., Strong and Zophar Mills 
began to fight, hand-to-hand work on the 
vessel was ordered suspended, though not 
before Chief »nruger had also been over- 
come by smoke and the intense heat from 
the fire tar from sight in the hold of the 
steel ship. 

It was a case of grope through the smoke 
and cut” hawsers, when it became known 
to save the shipping 
adjacent to the burning vessel, proposed 
to haul it out into the stream, Just be- 
fore the firemen left the torrid hulk, haw- 
sers from the fireboats were attached and 
the bark floated out into the stream to 
bezgin her somewhat spectacular trip down 
the East River and around the Battery. 

Every floating thing gave her a wide 
berth. The whistles of the fire tugs were 
going all the time, but the sinister-looking 
craft in the stream, with billows of smoke 
pouring out of her, was sufficient warning. 

Great excitement prevailed when the 
burning vessel veered to starboard at, the 
Battery. Everything floating in Butter- 
milk Channel deemed it prudent to remain 
where it was. Ships wefe seen berthed 
close together along the ha@ndiest docks. 

As the fire tugs swung into the upper bay 
by the Barge Office, some hundreds of im- 
migrants just over from Ellis Island saw a 
scene that filled them with terror. It was 
clearly a new thing for most of them. Peo- 
ple lined the Battery wall, making every 
effort to get a glimpse of the boats as 
they passed by the ferry slips at South 
Ferry. 

At a point close to Ellis Island, where the 
water is not deep, the land thereabout being 
known as ‘‘ The Flats’’ on the New York 
shore, and by éourtesy as *‘ The Meadows” 
on the Jersey side, the Amsterdam was 
beached in about five feet of water. 

She burned for hours with thousands of 
gations of water being thrown into her 
hold continually. The burning ship could 
bé made out from Ellis, Governors and 
Beloe’s Islands. 

On board the Amsterdam was a cargo ot 
petroleum, turpentine, resin, and cut glass 
plus divers: common articles of commerce. 
The petroleum was in cases, and the tur- 
pentine also. Several business houses of 
this city had consignments on board. Most 
of the merchandise was consigend to Auck- 
land and Wellington, New Zealand. its 
value Was said at the offices of the United 
States and Austraiasia Steamship Company 
ty be abont $100,000. There is little or no 
insurance. 

The Amsterdam wil! be raised soon and 
répdired. The upper works remain practi- 
cally intact. and as the fire itself was 
largely confined to the hold proper, it is 
expected that she will be ready to again go 
into commission very soon. 

She is owned by Huygens & Von Gelder 
of Amsterdam, and the house of Vernon 
H. Grewn & Co., 22 Beaver Stregt, repre- 
sent the Netherlands establishment. The 
United States and Austraiiasia Steamship 
Company of.12 Broadway leased the vessel 
from the Brown Company. 

The Amsterdam is a square-rigged vessel. 
She was built in Amsterdam in 1893. Her 
dimensions are 240 feet length, 34 feet 
breadth and 19 feet depth, with 1,100 ton- 
nage. 
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THIRD RAIL SHOCKS NINE. 


Two Seriously Hurt on Columbus Ave- 
" nué “tL” Structure. 


By the short circuiting of the “ third 
rail ’’ un the Columbus Avenue “‘L” Road, 
between One Htndred and Third und One 
Hundred and Fourth Streets, niue men 
were shocked late yesterday afternoon.

The case will be argued 
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Staten Island View of Cromwell’s 
Ferry-Approach Plan. 


Commissioner of Public Works Tribus 
Denies That Officials of Trolley Com- 


pany Were Consulted. 


A decisive step toward the final settle- 
ment of the terry approach dispute which 
has agitated Staten Island for the past six 
months~ will -be taken to-morrow at the 


Special Term of the Supreme Court, in the 
County Courthouse, Brooklyn, when appli- 
cation will be made by the City of New 
York for-the appointment of Commissioners 
of Estimate and Assessment to acquire 
title to the property required for the plan 
of approach to the St. George Ferry devised 
by Borough President Cromwell of the Bor- 
ough of Richmond and known as the Crom- 
ell plan. The advocates of the other plan 
for the terminal known as the Carrere plan 
are expected to appear in opposition to the 
application and to make a final argument 
against the Cromwell plan, and the result 
of the hearing will be awaited with great 
interest by the residents of Richmond Bor- 
ough generally. 

The matter of the approach to the ferry 

is one of street openings entirely and is dis- 
tinct from the matters of an improved ferry 
service, upon which there is no division of 
opinion. The changes proposed are almost 
entirely in the approach to the ferry from 
the south. no change being made in the 
northerly approach except to widen it. At 
present ‘vehicles aproaching the ferry from 
the south pass up a 6 per cent. grade 
on Central Avenue through two short in- 
tervening streets, called Wiener Place and 
Stuyvesant Place, which have easy grades, 
and then down South Street to the ferry. 
Returning from the ferry all vehicles have 
to ascend South Street, which has a grade 
of 12 per cent. 
_ The trolley cars approaching from the 
south, take a more easily graded but much 
more circuitous routé, making some nine 
turns to enter the viaduct through which 
they reach the ferryhouse. The cars from 
the north have practically a level approach 
to the viaduct. 

3oth the Carrere and the Cromwell plans 
recognize the desirability of abolishing the 
l2 per cent, grade on South Street leading 
up from the ferry, ant the Carrere plan 
proposes to do this by making a wide curve 
out of Stuyvesant Place and carrying both 
roadway and trolley tracks over a viaduct, 
while the Cromwell plan proposes to make 
a similar wide curve into South Street 
through the corner of thé United States 
Lighthouse property. The Carrere plafi ends 
at this point, but the Cromwell plan pur- 
poses to widen Stuyvesant Place from the 
present width of 30 feet to 100 feet, and 
then to reduce the 6 per cent, grade of 
Central Avenue to 3 per cent. by passing 
diagonally through the block on Central 
Avenue between Wiener Place and Ariet- 
ta Street, then through the opposite block 
to Griffin Street, where the trolley lines 
are reached, and finally widen that 
Street to its intersection with Bay Street, 
which is the principal thoroughfare run- 
ning along the eastern sheres of the island. 

The carrying out of this plan would en- 
tail a yery heavy expense, as the route 
passes through the best residential seetion 
of St. George, and the block which would 
be traversed diagonally contains some ex- 
pensive residences as well as the most 
valuable brick block in the place. 

One of the residences on the block is val- 
ed at upward of $20,000, while three are 
valued at upward of $12,000 each. All would 
be practically ruined by the proposed street 
extensjon. In all, six frame and three brick 
buildings would be entirely ruined, while 
several otherg would lose their back yards, 
and would have to be moved forward. 

The expense of the changes under. the 
Cromwell plan is estinmiated at more an 
$500,000, most of which would be due fo the 
Central Avenue part of the plan, and all 
of which would be borne by the city. It is 
claimed by opponents of the Cromwell plan 
that this proposed extension through the 
Central Avenue block is wholly unneces- 
sary for the reason that the heavy traffic 
which now passes to the ferry. from the 
south is peaany all from Stapleton, 
Clifton, or points further south or west, 
none of it originating at Tompktnsville, and 
that the establishment of the team ferr 
from Stapleton, which is now assured, will 
accommodate substantially all of this traf- 
fic, and that the only benefit from the ex- 
pensive improvement would bé derived by 
the trolley line, which would have practical- 
ly a straightdine to the ferry terminal with 
only two of three easy curves. 

Louis Tribus, Commissioner of Public 
Works of the borough, who in the absence 
of Borough President Cromwell, is actin 
President of the Borough, when questiones 
regarding the matter yesterday, denied that 
the Cromwell plan was devised in the in- 
terest of the trolley line, and stated that 
the troHley officials were not consulted in 
its preparation. He admitted that the 
Stapleton team ferry would undoubtedly 
take alkof the heavy traffic now coming to 
St. George from the south, but said that 
he thought that the light carriage traffic 
would continue to go to St. George. He 
also said that there would be considerable 
heavy trucking from a brewery at Castle- 
ton Corners, the paper works on the Rich- 
mond turnpike, and from truck farms in the 
interior which would come to St. George in- 
stead of to the team ferries at either 
Stapleton or Port Richmond. He ex- 
pressed himself as confident that the Crom- 
well plan will ultimately be carried out.

assaulted Roxbury. Between the efforts 
of Hal Bell and Philip Waidheimer, who 
represented Jackson, and the searching. ex- 


amination. that Miss Tomasch was sub- 
jected to by Recorder Goff, the identifying 
testimony was well dissected, but to the 
moment that she was excused, Miss To~ 
masch dsserted her conviction that Jack- 
son was the guilty man. 

Just before she was permitted to leave 
the stand she said in answer to a question 
by the Recorder as to whether any doubt 
existed in her mind that the defendant was 
the murderer:

Much of the session yesterday was con- 
sumed in completing the details of the 
prosecution’s case. Detectives McCafferty 
and Charleton of Inspector Titus’s staff 
and Policeman O'Neill stated that Jackson 
said, when asked about the watch, that a

$10 of the $15 he secured. To this story the 
police officers said Jackson held tena- 
clously. . 

The last witness of the afternoon was 
Lucy Mitchell, colored, of 528 West Fiftieth 
Street, at whose home Jackson lived. She 
testified that Jackson was living at her 
home at the time of the murder. July 10, 
she declared, she had talked to Jackson 
about money, as her landlord that day had 
made a demand for her rent. Jackson said 
he had no money at the time. . 

At 5:30 o'clock he went out, and did not 
return until about 10 o'clock that night. 
The next morning, witness said, he showed 
her a watch which he said he found, and 
said he intended to pawn it. He did pawn 
the watch and gave her $11. She identified 
Mr. Roxbury's watch, and also identified 
Mr. Roxbury'’s pocketbook and the pawn 
ticket for the watch. When Jackson went 
out late that-afternoon, she stated, he wore 
his ‘“‘ working ’’ clothes, which were dark, 
with a dark colored shirt and a soft felt 
hat of dark color. The clothing in question 
was identified. 

The prosecution rested at this point, and 
Mr, Bell made a brief statement, in which 
he said Jackson would take the stand. 

It was said after the adjournment that the 
—— had found a man alleged to be 
ackson's companion on trips he {fs cred- 
ited with having made to the Bronx terri- 
tory, where the murder was committed, on 
occasions before July 10, and it was inti- 
mated that this man would be placed on the 
witness stand later. 


BROKE INTO BOLTE’S ROOMS. 


District Attorney's Detectives Ransack 
the Justice’s Apartments and As- 
sault His Servant. 


In an attempt to prove that Herman 
Bolte, Justice of the Second Municipal 
Court, is not a resident of his district, As- 
sistant District Attorney Isélin created 
zomething of a sensation yesterday at the 
hearing of the charges aginst the Justice 
before Referee William H. Willis at 115 
Broadway. 

While Mr. Islin was detailing the diffi- 
culties encountered in serving Edward 
Xuboda, a Bohemian, about eighty years 
old, who is a servant employed by Justice 
Bolte, Xuboda walked into the hearing 
room. He had been called by the prosecu- 
tion with a view to proving the charge 
that Justice Bolte’s real home is in White 
Plains. 

Xuboda testified that he is employed, and 
has been since August, 1901, as a sort of 
caretaker for the Justice's rooms at 3 New 
Chambers Street. He declared that Justice 
ond Mrs. Bolte spent most of their time at 
these rooms, where they received friends. 
They went to White Plains, he said, during 
the hot weather and at other times. His 
description of the Justice's apartments and 
the furniture of them was accurate. 

On cross-examination by Maunice B. 
Blumenthal, counsel for Justice Bolte, Xu- 
boda toid of his experience in the rooms at 
&%& New Chambers Street about five weeks 
ago. He said that he was alone in the 
apartment one morning whentwo men whom 
he did not know rang the bell, and when 
he opened the door in answer, pushed by 
him roughly and ransacked the entire floor. 
In the office, he said, they opened Justice 
Bolte’s desk, Inspected the papers in the 
drawers, and when he, with the feebleness 
of age, resisted them, knocked him down, 
bruising him on the head and body. 

“ Was your head cut?’ asked Mr. Iselin. 

** No, but | was much hurt." 

Mr. Iselin cross questioned Xuboda ex- 


haustively as to the description of the men 
as he said he was anxious to have them 
punished. 

Mr. Blumenthal, however, declared that 
although he knew their identity he was un- 
willing they should be punished, ag he knew 
that they were acting under instructions 
from the District Attorney's office. 

“Mr. Jerome,’ said Mr. Blumenthal, 
‘has been using his detectives for weeks 

ast in an attempt to prove that my client 
s not a resident of the district of which he 
is a Justice. This affair is only one of the 
outrages that have been perpetrated. 

Mr. Iselin said he would insist on investi- 
gation.

| Gen. Greene and Magistrate Hogan

I cannot comprehend,, nor did I see from the 
first, in what manner the ae gg eollectd by 
Mr, Davis could affect me, r do I quite under- 
stand why you have sent it to me. 

These cases came before me in the. regular 
Way. The charges were made by the officers 
who made the arrests, or a citizen complainant, 
the witnesses testified under oath, and that 
testimony which became the records of the court 
was what I passed upon, I believe, in a fair 
and proper manner, and it still stands. . 

Mr. Davis gave me some kindly instructions 
as to the disposition of one or two ot the cases,

Fulton Street Merchants Will Try to 
Find Out What His Promise to “ Min- 


imize” inconvenience Means. 


W. V. Cranford, head of the firm which 
has the sub-contract for building the Rapid 
Transit tunnel in Fultén Street, Brooklyn, 
caused surprise and disappointment among 
the merchants and business men of that 
thoroughfare yesterday by stating frankly 
that the ‘“‘ditch’’ method will have to be 
employed in the construction of the subway 
there under che present plan. 

From a statement made last week by 
Chief Engineer Parsons, of the Rapid ! 
Transit Commission, the Fulton Street mer- 
chants believed that there would be no in- 
terference with their business while the 
tunnel was being built. Mr. Parsons had 
said, indeed, that the people of Brooklyn 
could ride and*drive and walk on Fulton 
Street as much as they pleased while the 
subway was building. 

Contractor Cranford declared yesterday, 
however, that his understanding of the 
Clauses of the contract was that vogpewn 5 
Street was to be opened and that any 
change to a subterranean or boring plan 
would necessitate an entire change of the 
plans and of the terms of the coritract. 

‘**We shall minimize all necessary inter- 
ruptions to traffic and inconvenience to 
business,’’ said Mr. Cranford, “ but I do 
not believe it is possible to build a tunnel 
under the terms of the contract without 
serious inconvenience to the business of the 
street. We have not considered what we 
would do if a change in the contract should 
be made. I do not even know whether a 
subterranean boring of the tunnel would 
be practicable. 

* All I am certain about is that we’ have 
our contract and are preparing to ‘go ahead 
under its terms as soon as the iron and 
steel are delivered. We are prepared to 
work at night, if Mr. McDonald orders us 
to do so. Not all of Fulton Street, how- 
ever, will be uncovered at one time, After 
we have made a beginning we can cover the 
street again as we go along. But there is no
